LTHOUGH the designation of this 
command has, in the past year, been 
changed, successively, from COMNAVEU 
to COMNAVEASTLANT to COMNAV- 
EASTLANTMED to CINCNAVEAST- 
LANTMED, its 
activities have 
remained, more 
or less, the same. 
Headquar- 
ters for the com- 
mand are main- 
tained at 20 
Grosvenor 
Square, London, 
England. The 
large, Georgian 
Style, building 
also houses the 
officers of the 
Naval Attache. 
In Grosvenor 
Square also are 
grouped the 
fices of many of 
the other United 
States services in England, including the 
American Embassy. In the headquarters 
building are maintained the usual ser- 
vices and facilities found aboard ship. 
These activities are all administered by 
the headquarters command for the benefit 
of the officers, enlisted men and marines 
on duty in this command and in other 
related U. S. Naval activities in the Lon- 
don area, 

The Commander-in-Chief is responsible 
to the Chief of Naval Operations for the 
operations of all U. S. Naval surface, and 
Nav il air units despatched from the 
United States to the European, Mediter- 
ranean and Persian Gulf areas for service 
theie. These operations are planned and 
exe: ited under directives issued by the 
Chief of Naval Operations or the U. S. 
Joi Chiefs of Staff through the Chief 
of Naval Operations as executive agent. 
No bases are maintained for the surface 
(mits. They operate as self-contained and 
self sufficient units based upon, and with 
all logistic support coming from, the east 
coast of the United States. 

I ie Naval units are divided into the 
following principal forces: the Mediter- 
ranean Force, the Northern European 
For e, the Naval Forces in Germany, and 
the Naval Forces in the Persian Gulf 
(when such are present). The first is 
commanded by Vice Admiral Forrest 
Sh man, USN; the second comes under 
the lirect command of the Commander- 
i-Chief; and the third is commanded by 
Rear Admiral R. E. Schuirman, USN, 
Ww! se headquarters are in Berlin. 

‘he Mediterranean Force is, by far, the 
larzest force. It is essentially, a fast 
carrier striking force. It is supported by 
large repair ship and other auxiliaries 
and is based upon east coast ports of the 
Un ited States. 

The Northern European Force, com- 
Posed of a cruiser, several destroyers and 
a repair ship, operates principally in the 
northeastern Atlantic and in the North

Air Force Picks 30 New 


Permanent Generals 


President Truman on 7 June nominated, 
and the Senate on 9 June confirmed, 13 
officers of the Air Force in the permanent 
grade of major general and 17 in the per- 
manent grade of brigadier general. 

These nominations were made upon the 
recommendation of the selection board 
headed by Lt. Gen. Ennis C. Whitehead, 
USA, which convened 24 May. They are 
in addition to the 23 major generals and 
49 brigadier generals selected by an earli- 
er board and confirmed in January. 

However, even with the confirmation of 
the new selections there still remain va- 
~ancies in the Air Force for 32 more ma- 
jor generals and 17 more brigadier gen- 
erals of the Regular Establishment. 

No official explanation was released as 
to why the Air Force decided to fill addi- 


tional vacancies within such a short time 


after the first group had been nominated. 
However, it is noted that the law pro- 
vides that until 30 June 1948 the Secre- 
tary of the Air Force may instruct the 
boards to consider the “names of any 
officers in permanent grade below that of 
major general who served during the cur- 
rent war in any general officer grade un- 
der temporary appointment.” Thus, after 
the end of this month only permanent 
brigadier generals may be considered for 
selection to major general. It is also noted 
that after 30 June 1949 officers must have 
completed at least one year’s service un- 
der permanent appointment in the grade 
of brigadier general before being nomi- 
nated or appointed permanent major 
generals. 

Of the thirteen new permanent major 
generals, ten were appointed to the grade 
of brigadier general four months ago. 
Two, Generals Brereton and Jones, had 
been permanent brigadier generals since 
1946, while the other, General Vanaman, 
had been number 52 on the list of per- 
manent lieutenant colonels until his selec- 
tion and promotion to permanent colonel 
in February of this year. In temporary 
grade all were major generals except 
Brereton who is a lieutenant general. 

Of the seventeen new permanent briga- 
dier generals one, General Farthing, had 
been a permanent colonel since 1946, while 
the other 16 were selected to be colonels 
by the board which reported in February. 
Prior to their selection as colonels seven 
had been permanent lientenant colonels 
while the other nine had been permanent 
majors. 

In temporary ranks, five of the new 
permanent brigadier generals were serv- 
ing as brigadier generals, eleven as major 
generals, and one as a lientenant general.

JA Bill Included in Draft 

After nearly four days of almost con- 
tinuous debate that necessitated night 
sessions, the Senate this week passed and 
sent to the House S. 2655, a bill to draft 
men in the 19-25 age group for two years’ 
service in the Armed Forces, but passage 
did not come until the measure had been 
amended to eliminate UMT provisions for 
18-year-olds, and the so-called Military 
Justice Bill, H. R. 2575, passed by the 
House on 15 Jan., had been incorporated 
as an amendment. 

Since debate began on 7 June, nearly 
a dozen other amendments were offered,

Naval Promotions 

The standards of professional fitness 
for promotion of Naval officers have re- 
cently been adjusted by the Bureau of 
Naval Personnel. 

The problem of officers who trans- 
ferred to the Regular Navy from a reserve 
or temporary status has been taken into 
account, the Navy stated, both with re- 
spect to the limited fields of experience 
which they have had and the obligation 
assumed by the Navy to provide them op- 
portunities for academic education and 
professional training. 

The Navy previously announced that 
professional promotion examinations for 
all permanently commissioned officers of 
the Regular Navy on the active list will 
be resumed this year. These examinations 
were suspended during the war, but were 
restored by the provisions of the Officer 
Personnel Act of 1947. 

According to present plans, examina- 
tions will be conducted starting about 15 
Dec. 1948 for Ensigns of the line, not re- 
stricted in the performance of duty, who 
will complete three years of commissioned 
service as Ensigns between 1 Jan. 1949 
and 1 April 1949. These examinations will 
be conducted on a world-wide basis dur- 
ing one scheduled examination period of 
not more than four days. 

The professional examination is in no 
way competitive, the Navy indicated. It is 
solely to provide evidence that the officer 
examined is professionally fit to perform 
the duties of the grade to which he is to 
he promoted. Officers above the rank of 
Ensign are not eligible for promotion until 
they have been recommended for promo- 
tion by a statutory board on selection. 

The Naval Examining Board recently 
completed a test of objective type exami- 
nations prepared for promotion to the 
rank of Lieutenant (junior grade). Sev- 
eral junior officers of various educational 
and service backgrounds were examined 
in assigned subjects after a supervised 
study period which permitted coverage of 
the required bibliography. 

The test indicated that the proposed ex- 
aminations are satisfactory in form, prac- 
ticability. and scope, It was further indi- 
cated that the average junior officer will 
require early and sustained effort to in- 
sure adequate preparation. 

All commissioned and warrant officers 
of the Regular Navy who become eligible 
for promotion, or who are designated from 
promotion lists to fill vacancies in higher 
grades, prior to 1 Jan. 1949, will be exam- 
ined on their records and will not be re- 
quired to take written professional exam- 
inations.

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Senate OK’s War-Rank 


Retirement Measure 


The Senate on 10 June passed without 
debate the bill (H. R. 2477) for the elimi- 
nation and retirement of officers of the 
Regular Army and Regular Air Force and 
for the non-disability retirement of per- 
sonnel of the National Guard and of the 
Reserve components of all the Armed 
Forces. 

The bill had just been reported out two 
days previously by the Senate Committee 
on Armed Services. 

The bill passed the House some time 
ago, but it must now be returned to that 
chamber for concurrence in Senate 
amendments or for the appointment of 
conferees to iron out the differences. 

Passage by the Senate removed the last 
major obstacle in the pathway to this bill 
to give to personnel of the Army and Air 
Force the same privileges extended more 
than two years ago to the Navy, Marine 
Corps and Coast Guard—that is, the right 
to retire in the higher temporary ranks 
they earned in the war and with pay based 
upon such higher ranks. 

A similar bill was passed by the House 
in the 79th Congress and reported out by 
the Senate Military Committee, but died 
on the floor of the Senate when a few 
members insisted on objecting to its con- 
sideration. 

In reporting the bill the Senate Com- 
mittee explained its amendments and the 
intent of the measure ag follows: 

“The amendments to the bill have been 
concurred in by the various services and by 
the various reserve units and the National 
Guard. Broadly speaking, thelr purpose is as 
follows: 

Explanation of Amendments 

“Title I. The amendments to title I are 
primarily technical in character and propose 
to bring the authorities contained in this title 
into line with the terms of the promotion bill 
(Public Law 381, 80th Cong.) which became 
operative subsequent to the passage of this 
bill by the House of Representatives, 

“Title II, The amendments to this title are 
also clarifying in charcater, They make it 
clear that the benefits of this section apply 
equally to members of the reserve components 
of the military services. There is some doubt 
as to whether or not this was accomplished 
by the language of the bill as it passed the 
House of Representatives. One new provision 
has been added in order to permit an election 
on the part of former retired enlisted person- 
nel as to the status in which they might be 
subsequently retired under the authorities of 
this bill. This is to avoid any conflict with 
the dual-compensation laws governing Fed- 
eral employment. A restriction has also been 
written into this title in order to make sure 
that no back pay or allowances accrue to any 
person by reason of this title. 

“Title III, This title has been amended, 
substatially in an effort to cut down the po- 
tentiai costs of the title, and in order to in- 
sure an improvement in the training require- 
ments of Reserves who wish to qualify for 
benefits. The bill as it passed the House had 
a maximum potential cost of $400,000,000 per 
year. As amended, the maximum potential 
cost is approximately $18,000,000 per year, The 
standards for retirement qualifications under 
this title have been so set that it definitely 
eliminates from the benefits of this title the 
Reserve who does not render diligent service 
for 20 years. The benefits received by any 
individual under this title as amended, are 
in direct proportion to the amount of time 
and effort he has expended in the Reserves. 
With two exceptions, the remaining amend-

Curtail 5-Star Privileges 

The House on 8 June passed the bill 
(H. R. 6707) designed to forestall the 
necessity of reducing the ranks of three 
Army generals and three Navy admirals 
who would be in excess of existing statu- 
tory limitations in 1 July. The bill also 
authorizes an additional four-star officer 
in the Air Force, thus bringing it up to the 
level of five as authorized for the Army 
and Navy. 

However, the House also used the meas- 
ure as a vehicle to impose restrictions 
upon the five-star officers. One provision 
would require that all such officers who 
are not holding top assignments such as 
Theater Commanders, Chief of Staff, or 
Chief of Naval Operations, would be con- 
sidered as retired. This would force the 
retirement of Fleet Admiral Ernest J. 
King and Fleet Admiral Chester W. 
Nimitz, even though both of them are on 
the active list and performing active duty 
for the Secretary of the Navy. It would 
not affect their pay nor allowances, which 
remain the same whether they are active 
or retired. 

The measure also restricts five-star 
officers to not more than “two persons 
on active duty” to assist them. Present 
policy, approved by the President, allows 
them three assistants. Furthermore, the 
House bill limits the assignment of two 
assistants to a period of three years after 
which they would not be entitled to any 
help unless Congress should then extend 
the authorization. 

Representative A. L. Miller (R.-Neb.) 
offered an amendment which would have 
limited to only one year the period during 
which the officers could have assistants. 
Representative Andrews (R.-N. Y.), 
chairman of the Armed Services Commit- 
tee, agreed that “one year would be all 
right,” but felt that he must support the 
unanimous decision of the committee for 
three years. The House rejected Miller’s 
amendment by 66 to 44. 

The Committee’s report explains the 
bill as follows: 

“This bill was prompted by a succession of 
recent events pertaining to the topmost ranks 
in the armed forces. Recently it became ap- 
parent that there is a difference in the han- 
dling of the retirement of officers with the 
rank of five stars as between the Army and the 
Navy. It also recently deveioped, with con- 
siderable criticism, that five-star officers are 
using a number of military or naval assis- 
tants while on inactive duty. Furthermore, 
by application of Public Law 381 of this Con- 
gress, the se-called Army-Navy promotion law, 
three four-star admirals of the Navy who 
rendered outstanding service to the Nation in 
the last war, and three full generals who like- 
wise served magnificently in the last war in 
positions of great responsibility, would have 
to be reduced to three-star grade by not later 
than July 1, 1948. 

“The sudden emergence of these questions 
promoted this committee to reconsider the 
status of the top rank in the several armed 
forces. The provisions now contained in H.R. 
6707 reflect the compromises and decisions con- 
sidered necessary to bring these various ques- 
tion into focus. 

“In respect to five-star rank, H.R. 6707 clari- 
fies beyond question whether or when these 
officers will be retired and the bill makes these 
rquirements apply uniformly throughout the 
services. It is specified in the bill that hence- 
forth five-star officers will be retired unless 
they are occupying a four-star position, but 
the bill also authorizes the recall of such offi- 
cers to active duty (as contrasted to their re- 
tention on the active list) for specified pur- 
poses and for specified periods of time. 

“The immediate effect of the bill, insofar as 
this provision is concerned, will be to require 
the retirement of Fleet Adm. Ernest J. King 
and Fleet Adm. Chester W. Nimitz, who are 
not now occupying four-star positions in the 
Navy. Under the terms of the bill the status 
of General of the Army Douglass MacArthur 
and Fleet Adm. William D. Leahy will not be 
affected, and attention is invited to the fact 
that Fleet Admirals King and Nimitz may be 
recalled to active duty upon retirement at the 








discretion of the President, Secretary of De- 
fense, or Secretary of the Navy. 

“As for the military or naval assistants 
authoriztd five-star officers while retired and 
on inactive duty, the bill states flatly that not 
to exceed two such assistants may be fur- 
nished such officers in the performance of the 
continuing ‘military responsibilities. This 
provision acts as a reduction in the number 
of such assistants now so assigned, whose 
function is to permit the handling of the 
heavy volume of correspondence and other 
continuing military or naval duties which 
have resulted from the magnificent service 
these men rendered to the Nation. The amend- 
ment adopted by the committee establishes 
a date limit of July 1, 1951, beyond which 
date no further assistants from the Army, 
Navy, or Air Force may be assigned to five- 
star officers while on inactive duty, It is 
anticipated that the correspondence load and 
other similar obligations will have decreased 
by that date to the point where such assign- 
ments will no longer be necessary. 

“Section 2 of the bill has the effect of ex- 
tending for a year and a half the length of 
time the three excess four-star officers in the 
Army and Navy may remain on duty in their 
present grade. Within this period these officers, 
with possibly one exception, will have retired, 
and the committee is unanimously of the view 
that in the light of the truly remarkable serv- 
ice rendered by these officers, it is incumbent 
upon the Nation to afford them this recogni- 
tion. It is, of course, clearly understouvd that 
by January 1, 1950, not more than five four- 
star officers in the Army, four in the Navy, one 
in the Marine Corps, and five in the Air Force 
will be on duty, and that no additional promo- 
tions to grades of general or admiral will be 
sought to fill any four-star positions vacated 
between now and January 1, 1950, except as 
may be necessary to replace officers leaving the 
permanent four-star position vacancies contem- 
plated under Public Law 381 of this Congress. 
The officers directly affected by section 2 of 
the proposed bill are, in the Navy, Admiral 
Raymond A. Spruance, Admiral H. K. Hewitt, 
and Admiral Thomas C. Kinkaid. In the Army, 
the officers concerned are General Mark W. 
Clark, General T. T. Handy, and General C. H. 
Hodges. 

“Section 3 of the bill grants the Air Force 
an additional four-star officer, thereby giving 
the Air Force the same number of four-star 
positions as have been previously authorizea 
the Army and the Navy (including the Marine 
Corps). This action is recommended by the 
committee in the light of the recent action of 
the Congress which recognizes the especially 
significant role of the Air Force in national 
defense and the strong emphasis by the Con- 
gress on the increase of the Air Force to a 
strength of 70 groups. At the time the present 
limit of four-star officers was impused upon 
the Air Force, Air Force strength was not 
expected to be in the vicinity of 502,000 men 
which the 70-group Air Force will require. 
There is no doubt that these considerations re- 
quire equal recognition of the Air Force in 
this respect, in the opinion of the committee. 

“The Departments of the Army, Navy, and 
Air Force are in substantial agreement with 
all terms of the bill as now presented to the 
House of Representatives by the committee 
except section 1 (b), and the committee report 
of the bill to the House is unanimous, It is 
strongly recommended that the bill be enacted 
into law before this session of Congress ad- 
journs so that the action the bill contemplates 
can be taken in the time remaining before the 
Pruvisivons of Public Law 481 of this Congress 
take effect.” 





Aircraft Program 

Secretary of the Air Force W. Stuart 
Symington this week confirmed reports 
that an Air Force experimental plane, 
the XS-1, has flown much faster than the 
sped of sound many times in flight testing 
since last October. 

The Air Force, however, will not claim 
altitude or speed records in connection 
with the flights of the new plane, which is 
understood to be a rocket propelled craft 
designed and developed originally by the 
Navy Department. 

“We are making this information avail- 
able for publication in the light of the 
recent announcement by the Department 
of Justice that earlier publication of this 
previously classified fact did not consti- 





tute a violation of the Federal Law,” the 
Air Secretary told a press conference. 
“Although military classification dues not 
have the force of law in peacetime out- 
side the military establishment, there are 
certain obviously justifiable reasons for 
its observance.” 

The Secretary said that military secu- 
rity prevented him from making public 
the speed of the new aircraft. He did re- 
veal, however, that there were in exist- 
ence at the present time two such craft, 
one operated by the Air Force and the 
other on loan by the Air Force to the 
National Advisory Committee for Aero- 
nautics. 

Capt. Charles E. Yeager, USAF, was 
pilot of the XS-1 on the test flights. Other 
such planes are on order, the Secretary 
said, but would not disclose how many. 

At the same time the Secretary said 
that the $1,345,165,000 approved by the 
Secretary of Defense, for the procure- 
ment of aircraft by the USAF will permit 
the awarding of contracts to aircraft 
manufacturers for 243 bombers, 1,405 
fighters and 553 transport, training and 
air sea rescue aircraft. 

Broken down these would include 132 
B-50D planes or improved B-50’s ; 30 B-5 
C’s a later model than the B-50-D; 51 
4-engine jet bombers ; 30 B-49 6-engine jet 
bombers; 409 F-84C Republic new jet 
fighters ; 457 F-SOC Lockheed jet fighters ; 
333 F-86-A’s ; 118 F-SG6C’s, an improvement 
on the F-86A’s ; 58 F-S7 Curtiss all weath- 
er fighters; 30 RF-87-A Curtiss photo 
reconnaissance planes; 99 C-119B Fair- 
childs, an improvement on the C82; 28 
C-124A, large load capacity planes; 32 
amphibious planes of the SA-16A type; 
263 T-28 Trainers; and 128 Lockheed 
TF-80 jet trainers. 


New Committee Chairman 


Decision of Representative Walter G. 
Andrews (R.-N. Y.), Chairman of the 
House Committee on Armed Services, not 
to be a candidate for reelection, will re- 
sult in his being succeeded as Chairman 
by Representative Dewey Short (R.-Mo.), 
who most likely will be returned to Con- 
gress. 

The value and strength of Mr. Short’s 
work on the committee has been indicated 
by the fact that he was chairman of the 
Personnel subcommittee of the full com- 
mittee and was a member of the 7-man 
Plans, Organization, and Policy subcom- 
mittee of the full committee, the latter 
subcommittee being the generating force 
back of all the subcommittees. In addi- 
tion, Representative Short was a member 
of the subcommittees on Education and 
Training, and Organization and Mobiliza- 
tion. 

Mr. Short’s debating ability made him 
a power, whether advocating or opposing 
legislation, and his independence in voting 
within the committee or on the floor of 
the House has added to his prestige. 

Known for his scholastic and colorful 
oratory, revealed on appropriate occa- 
sions, Representative Short never lacked 
an appreciative audience. 

On hearing of the expected change in 
the chairmanship of the committee, Sec- 
retary of the Air Force W. Stuart Syming- 
ton wrote: 

“I have just learned from the newspapers 
that you will be Chairman of the Armed Serv- 
ices Committee in the House at the next ses- 
sion of Congress. I want to take this oppor- 
tunity to congratulate you upon this impor- 
tant assignment. 

“We are all going to miss Ham Andrews 
who was a great Chairman and did a splendid 
job. We are glad, however, that he is being 
followed by such an able and an experienced 
leader as you. We want you to feel free to call 
upon the Air Force at any time and we can 
assure you that we will give our full coopera- 
tion. 

“Wishing you much success and happiness 








in your responsible assignment, I remain

Following the above letter, dateg 4 
June, and sequent to seeming opposition 
to Representative Short becoming Chair- 
man of the House Committee on Armed 
Services, Secretary Symington sent the 
following letter to the Congressman on 
7 June: 

“All of us in the Air Force were most dis- 
tressed at a published report that ‘from the 
military's point of view probably any member 
of the 35-member Armed Services Committee 
would make a more suitable Chairman’ than 
you. 

“I know that you know such a statement in 
no way reflects the attitude of the Air Foree, 

“In all its dealings with you the Air Force 
has found you perfectly fair, objective, and 
alert to the problems and requirements of 
Air Power.

Pay of Rear Admirals 

To clarify or define section 14 of the 
’ay Readjustment Act of 1942 as it re 
lates to promotion of rear admirals of the 
Naval Reserve, the Department of the 
Navy has requested enactment of a sub- 
mitted bill, introduced by Senator Gur- 
ney (R.-S. D.) as S. 2836. 

The Acting Secretary of the Navy, Un- 
der Secretary W. John Kenney, argues 
that a decision of the Comptroller Gen- 
eral has overlooked the remedying lan- 
guage in the Officer Personnel Act of 
1947, and, therefure, requests the enact- 
ment of the suggested bill whose purpose 
“iS to remove an inadvertent discrimina- 
tion now existing between rear admirals 
of the Naval Reserve and rear admirals 
of the active list of the Regular Navy 
in the matter of upper-half active-duty 
pay and allowances.” 

The covering letter of Secretary Ken- 
ney follows: 

“At the request of the Navy Department, 
the Comptroller General of the United States 
considered the question of upper-half pay 
for rear admirals of the Naval Reserve, His 
decision of 10 Sept. 1946 (B-57583) held that 
Section 2 of the Act of 1942, referred to rear 
admirals on the ‘active list of the line’ of 
the Navy and that the term ‘active list,’ with 
reference to the Navy, generally wis used 
to denote officers of the Regular Navy as dis- 
tinguished from officers of the Naval Re- 
serve and officers on the retired list. It was 
further held, that while an officer of the 
Naval Reserve appointed to the grade of rear 
admiral is entitled, when on active duty, to 
the same pay and allowances authorized for 
officers of ‘corresponding grade and length 
of service’ in the Regular Navy (pursuant 
to section 14 of the Pay Readjustment Act © 
1942), the matter of determining whether 
such officer is entitled to receive the pay of 
the upper-half is dependent, not upon his 
length of service but rather upon his nu- 
merical standing on the list of rear admirals 
of the line on the active list, The Com) troller 
determined that Reserve officers promoted to 
the grade of rear admiral do not thereby be 
come entitled to have their names placed on 
the list of rear admirals of the line on the 
active list; hence, such officers are not entl- 
tled to receive the pay and allowances of the 
upper half as such pay is specifically author 
ized only for officers on the ‘active list of the 
line of the Navy. It was concluded that in the 
absence of a statute specifically so »rovid- 
ing, the Office of the Comptroller Ceneral 
‘would not be justified in viewing the provi- 
sion in section 14 of the Pay Readjustment 
Act of 1942, as authorizing credit of upper 
half to officers promoted to the rank of reat 
admiral in the Naval Reserve.’ , 

“It should be noted that the Comptroller’ 
decision was rendered prior to the ena tment 


of the Officer Personnel Act of 1947, anc while 

it is believed that this Act remedies the e*

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Army Promotion List 
Selections Near End 


With confirmation this week by the Sen- 
ate of the list of officers of the Army se- 
lected for promotion to the permanent 
grade of lieutenant colonel, and comple- 
tion of the work of the board selecting 
officers for the grade of captain, the Army 
was nearing its task of compiling the new 
promotion list. 

While these permanent promotions are 
in progress, high officials at the Depart- 
ment of the Army this week made it clear 
that with the increases now planned for 
the active Army there will be no necessity 
for any wholesale reductions in temporary 
rank. 

As a matter of fact, they are confident 
that in time permanent promotion will 
catch up with temporary ranks so that 
officers in the Regular establishments will 
not have to suffer any reduction in ranks 
except in those individual instances where 
they are transferred away from assign- 
ments rating higher rank and no other 
post rating such rank is available for 
them. 

The board for the selection of perma- 
nent majors is the only one yet to report 
and that is expected shortly. In the mean- 
time, the list of captains selected is being 
processed in the Adjutant General’s De- 
partment preparatory to its submission 
to the President for approval. Such sub- 
mission, however, will await completion 
of the major’s list to avoid duplications on 
the two lists, for there are some officers 
who are eligible for selection by both 
boards. 

When these selections all have been 
completed and approved by the President, 
the Department will go forward with the 
compilation of the initial promotion list, 
which task the new law states shall be 
completed as soon after 1 July 1948 as 
practicable. 

After the new list is compiled there will 
be no more permanent promotions below 
the grade of general officers until after 
3 Dee. 1948. However, in preparation for 
those promotions new selection boards 
will meet in the Fall to prepare lists of 
officers. 

An analysis of the grades of those offi- 
cers selected for permanent lieutenant 
colonels reveals that 1,331 were perma- 
nent majors and 489 were permanent cap- 
tains prior to selection. 

Of those who were permanent majors, 
75 were serving as majors and did not 
hold any temporary advanced rank. How- 
ever, one was a temporary major general, 
ten were temporary brigadier generals, 


610 temporary colonels, and 635 tempo- 
4 


rary lieutenant colonels. 

All of the permanent captains selected 
to be permanent lieutenant colonels were 
Serving in advanced temporary ranks, 
nine as majors, 473 as lieutenant colonels, 
three as colonels, and four as brigadier 
generals. 

All of the chaplains selected to be per- 
manent lieutenant colonels were already 
permanent majors. Eighteen of them were 
Serving as majors without any advanced 
temporary rank, 19 were temoprary lieu- 
tenant colonels, and seven were temporary 
colonels. 

While promotion of officers of the Regu- 
lar establishment is thus going forward 
under the new personnel act, the Depart- 
ment of the Army has initiated a detailed 
staff study looking toward the formula- 
tion of a definite policy to govern the pro- 
motion of Reserve officers on active duty. 
In light of the fact that present indica- 
tions are that there will be many thou- 
Sands of Reserve officers on active duty 
for many years it is important that there 
be such a policy thoroughly understood 
by the Reserve officers themselves. 


P2V Launched from Carrier 


A 60,000-pound Navy plane has been 
Successfully launched from an aircraft 
carrier, the Navy announced recently. 
The plane, a Neptune P2V, ised for 
Search and patrol, is one of the largest 
land-based planes operated by the Navy. 

Hoisted aboard the 45,000-ton aircraft 
carrier Coral Sea, the Neptune was 
launched over the Atlantic off the shore 
of Norfolk, Va., in an experimental test 
last month. Upon completion of the flight, 
the plane came down at a land base. Na- 
val authorities said that the plane could 
also be brought down on a carrier but 
that such an operation would require 
modifications to the planes’ landing gear. 








Army Medical Appropriation 

Nearly 70 per cent of the House-ap- 
proved $75,000,000 appropriation for the 
Army Medical Corps in fiscal 1949 will be 
used for the operation of hospitals, dis- 
pensaries, depots and other related med- 
ical activities, it was revealed on publica- 
tion of hearings before the Appropriations 
Subcommittee handling the National Mili- 
tary Establishment bill. 

Equipment and medical supplies expen- 
ditures will absorb an estimated 19.9 per 
cent of the appropriation ; education and 
training 3 per cent ; research and develop- 
ment 4.8 per cent, and other Medical De- 
partment activities, including departmen- 
tal salaries, 2.8 per cent. 

The original budget estimate for the De- 
partment in 1949 was $64,900,000, but an- 
ticipated increases in Army personnel 
necessitated an upward revision to $78,- 
300,000 ; however, the committee reduced 
this to $75,000,000, which was approved 
by the House of Representatives without 
debate. 

Brig. Gen. George B. Armstrong, Deputy 
Surgeon General, was the principal wit- 
ness when the original and supplemental 
budgets were presented to the Subcom- 
mittee. Excerpts from his testimony 
follow: 

“It is estimated that of the $64,900,000 re- 
quested, 19.9 per cent is required for the pro- 
curement of medical supplies and equipment, 
69.5 per cent for the operation of hospitals, 
dispensaries, depots, and other related med- 
ical activities; 3 per cent for education and 
training; 4.8 per cent for research and devel- 
opment, and 2.8 per cent for other Medical 
Department activities, including departmental 
salaries. 

“The estimate of $12,993,201 for the procure- 
ment of medical supplies and equipment in- 
cludes $20,000 for a special weapons project 
which represents a reimbursement to the ap- 
propriation. The net requirement of $12,973,201 
is based on the actual issue rates of medical 
supplies per man during fiscal year 1947, to 
which was applied available inventories in 
arriving at fund requirements for new pro- 
curement, 

“It is estimated that the gross cost of op- 
erating hospitals, dispensaries, depots, and 
related activities will amount to $54,468,776. 
Services performed for others will provide 
$9,369,000 as reimbursements, thus leaving a 
balance of $45,099,776 to be financed from ap- 
propriated funds. It is proposed to continue 
the operation of medical facilities with the 
same ratio of military and civilian personnel 
as established by the Military Appropriation 
Act, 1948.” 

Air Force Medical Corps 

Asked by Representative Albert J. Engel 
(R-Mich.) to what extent the Army Med- 
ical Corps trained doctors of the Air 
Force, and how the medical men of the 
Air Force related themselves to the Army 
Medical Corps, General Armstrong re- 
plied : 

“They are still a part of the Medical Corps 
of the Army, They go into our training system 
just the same as if they were assigned to Ft. 
Benning, Ga., with an infantry unit. We have 
doctors who are detailed for duty with the 
Air Forces training at Walter Reed, Fitz- 
simons, going up to Johns Hopkins and taking 
courses.” 

Representative Engel then asked if the 
Air Force is not trying to put in an inde- 
pendent medical corps, 

“My opinion is they are, sir,”’ General 
Armstrong replied, and continued : 

“The Army. operates all general hospitals 
for the Army and the Air, The Air operates 
(1) their own station hospitals; (2) their own 
dispensaries; (3) the school for flight sur- 
geons at Randolph Field, Texas, so that the 
proportion of medical personnel we give them 
is much smaller than the number that we are 
teaching for the Army because we are per- 
forming a joint function. . 

“Now, out of a total of about 4,500 doctors— 
and we are talking about medical doctors— 
there will be about 800 assigned to duty with 
the Air Force. It is estimated that at 30 June 
there will be 800 of the 4,500 doctors detailed 
to Air by the Medical Corps.” 

After some discussion among committee 
members as to the legality of the Air 
Force establishing its own Medical Corps 
under the provisions of the National Se- 
curity Act of 1947, Representative Engel 
expressed the view that Secretary of De- 
fense James Forrestal! would not establish 
a separate medical department in the Air 
Force. 

Education and Research 

“The estimate includes $1,958,023 for all 
educational] and training activities of the Med- 
ical Department, including the cost of opera- 
tion of the Army Medical Library. The ac- 
complishment of all phases of medical care 
is dependent upon adequate training of Med- 
ical Department personnel. Such training in- 
cludes graduate education of our medical of- 
ficers and the continual development of ade- 
quate number of specialists in the various 





fields of medicine and surgery, It includes the 
training of technicians in medical, surgical, 
laboratory, dental, and other procedures be- 
cause such technicians form an indispensable 
part of the Medical Department and the ex- 
tent to which they are fully trained deter- 
mines in a large measure the ability of the 
Medical Department to carry out its mission. 

“The estimate of $3,349,000 for research and 
development includes $249,900 for the Navy's 
share of the cost of operating the Engineering 
Development Division, Army-Navy Medical 
Procurement Office, for which this appropria- 
tion will be reimbursed. The fund require- 
ments are based on an analysis of past man- 
power losses and those to be anticipated in 
any war of the future, The fields where major 
research must be done by the Army are: phys- 
ical and mental! standards in relation to pro- 
ductive work required for the most efficient 
use of manpower; the medical aspects of liv- 
ing and working under conditions of extreme 
cold, and the handling of casualties under 
such conditions; the prevention and treat- 
ment of psychoneuroses caused by exposure 
to great stress; the care of wounded and in- 
jured ; the prevention and treatment of special 
disease problems such as infectious hepatitis 
(jaundice) and the development of medical 
equipment required in war. The cited fields 
of research are of primary interest to the 
military and naval services and would not be 
adequately investigated unless studied by 
these agencies.”’ 

When General Armstrong appeared be- 
fore the committee to present the supple- 
mental estimate necessitated by antici- 
pated increases in the authorized strength 
of the Army, he said that distribution of 
funds would be in about the same ratios 
as were given at the first hearing. Ex- 
cerpts from his testimony supporting the 
increased estimate follow: 

“The supplemental fund requirement for 
fiscal year 1949 under the appropriation ‘Med- 
ical and Hospital Department, Army’ as a re- 
sult of the anticipated increased strength of 
the Military Establishment is in the amount 
of $13,400,000, 

“Of the supplemental estimate of $13,400,000, 
$12,760,000 represents increased fund require- 
ments in those activities of the Medical De 
partment which are directly affected by the 
strength of the Military Establishment. For 
example, the procurement of medical suppies 
and equipment, and the operation of medica! 
treatment facilities including hospitals and 
dispensaries are directly related to the size 
of the Military Establishment, The $12,760,000 
is based entirely on per capita factors appli- 
cable to net Army requirements derived from 
the regular estimates for fiscal year 1949 now 
before Congress, In other words, reimburse- 
ments for services performed for others were 
eliminated from the regular 1949 budgetary 
estimates before computing the per capita 
factors for use in this supplemental! estimate. 

“The remaining $640,000 represents addi 
tional funds required for new procurement, 
industrial mobilization surveys, and medical 
research, as follows: 

New Beds Needed 

“(a) It is anticipated that approximately 
9,000 additional hospital beds will be activated 
in the zone of interior as a result of the in- 
creased strength of the Military Establish- 
ment, The supplemental estimates provide for 
$420,000, required for new procurement in- 
cident to the activation of these additional 
hospital facilities which represents approxi- 
mately 11 per cent of the total cost of activat- 
ing such units, It is anticipated that the re- 
maining 89 per cent of the total cost will be 
provided from existing stocks. 

“(b) An additional sum of $40,000 is required 
for industrial mobilization surveys to deter- 
mine advance production engineering require 
ments to manufacture critical Medical De- 
partment items needed in the event of an 
emergency. 

“(c) An additional $180,000 is requested for 
medical research incident to the medical as-

“Of the $13,400,000 supplemental funds re- 
quested, approximately 25.3 per cent is re- 
quired for the procurement of medical sup- 
plies and equipment; 70.5 per cent for the 
operation of hospitals, dispensaries, depots, 
and related activities ; 0.6 per cent for educa- 
tion and training; 1.4 per cent for research and 
development, and 2.2 per cent for other Med- 
ical Department activities including depart- 
mental salaries. 

“In order to insure proper care and treat- 
ment for Army patients and to carry on other 
essential medical activities, for the increased 
Military Establishment, a supplemental ap- 
propriation of $13,400,000 is required.” 





Lighter-Than-Air to Maritime 


The House this week passed and sent 
to the Senate H.R. 6628, a bill to provide 
a program under the direction of the U. 8. 
Maritime Commission in the field of light- 
er-than-air aeronautics for National De- 
fense and for commercial. purposes. 

Government development of lighter- 
than-air craft has thus far been regarded 
as a function of the Navy, but that arm 
of the Military Bstablishment hag done 
nothing with rigid types of craft since the 
disasters of the Akron, Shenandoah and 
Macon some years ago, although non-rigid 
blimps were used with outstanding suc- 
cess in anti-submarine warfare during 
the late War. 

When the measure was introduced, the 
Department of the Navy registered no ob- 
jections to the Maritime Commission 
handling the lighter-than-air program. 

In recommending passage of the mea- 
sure, the House Committee on Merchant 
and Marine and Fisheries reported : 

Purpose of the Bill 

“This legislation originated from the Con- 
gressional Aviation Policy Board, which has 
spent much time examining the many phases 
of aeronautics, and this bill is designed to 
implement the findings of the Board as to 
aviation policy. 

“The Board’s recommendation on the sub- 
ject of lighter-than-air aeronautics says: 

“ ‘Responsibility for lighter-than-air rigid 
airship development should be transferred to 
the Maritime Commission and. consideration 
should be given to setting up a lighter-than- 
air division to consider experimental rigid 
airship construction and operations, 

“*The United States has never bullt a com- 
mercial rigid airship, nor attempted to operate 
one commercially. American experience has 
been limited to naval types.’ 

“This legislation was introduced by Mr. 
Clason of Massachusetts, a member of the 
Congressional Aviation Policy Board, to im- 
plement the recommendations of the Board. 

“The bill places with the Maritime Com- 
mission the responsibility for the continuing 
research and development of commercial 
lighter-than-air craft. 

“The airship is merely another form of dis- 
placement vessel which has been lifted out of 
the water and floated in the air, where it 
experiences markedly less resistance to for- 
ward motion, Its operation is most efficient 
in flights across the broad oceans, and in this 
respect, also, it is similar to surface vessels 
engaged in transoceanic commerce. 

“During World War II the armed services 
were busy with projects of extreme military 
urgency and the commercial phase of lighter- 
than-air aeronautics received little if any at- 
tention, other than to give cause to regret, in 
some quarters, that we had not built such 
equipment in peacetime so that it would have 
been available in time of emergency. 

Legislation Needed 

“Since World War II reconsideration of the 
subject has resulted in the proposal that a 
firm assignment of this commercial develop- 
ment responsibility should now be made. 

“The legislation is needed at this time in 
order that the Maritime Commission may ap- 
proach the problem on a definite and long- 
range basis. As the program develops, the 
Congress would have the information and op- 
portunity to study and supervise from the 
reports of the Commission. 

“Testimony before the committee developed 
that the only rival in possession of helium is 
Soviet Russia and there is no information as 
to what Russia is doing with its helium for 
the development of lighter-than-air craft. 

Army and Air Ferce Approve 

“The Secretary of Defense offered no ob- 
jection to assigning this development and re- 
sponsibility to a nonmilitary agency of the 
Government and said: 

“*The Departments of the Army and Air 
Force do not feel that the subject matter of 
the bill comes within the purview of their op- 
erations, and the Department of the Navy has 
informed this office that they have no plans, at 
the present time, for the development of light- 
er-than-air rigid airships for either commercial 
or war use’,”

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Gen. Bliss Seeks Reserves 


Maj. Gen. Raymond W. Bliss, Surgeon 
General of the Army, this week called 
on reserve officers of all sections of the 
Medical Department to undertake ex- 
tended active duty tours. In June, Gen- 
eral Bliss said, 1,411 captains and lieu- 
tenants are required. All service is on a 
voluntary basis, he explained. 

More than half the requirement is in 
the Army Nurse Corps, where there are 
820 vacancies, General Bliss said.

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EM Efficiency Reports . 

Detailed efficiency reports for enlisted 
men, instituted for the first time in his- 
tory, have been instituted by the Depart- 
ment of the Army as another step in ef- 
fecting the Career Guidance Program for 
enlisted personnel. 

Substituted for the old adjectival nota- 
tions, such as “excellent” or “good,” on 
the service record at time of transfer, the 
efficiency rating will be a comprehensive 
report of the soldier’s performance. It will 
be rendered by his immediate superior, 
in most cases a non-commissioned officer, 
and checked and again rated on certain 
items by the officer or warrant officer im- 
mediately superior to the rating person. 
The use of enlisted personnel as rating of- 
ficials for other enlisted men is also a new 
departure. 

The new efficiency reports will be used 
for the first time when the Food Service 
Career field is officially instituted in the 
near future. As other career fields are 
opened, they will be included in the rating 
system. 

Efficiency reports will be used for en- 
listed men of all grades excepting the 
seventh, or lowest, pay bracket. Men in 
this pay grade are not considered special- 
ists and therefore cannot be rated on a 
specialty. 

It is expected that the report will aid 
Army Personnel Management Units in se- 
lecting men for specialized schooling, pro- 
motion, assignment te responsible jobs, 
reclassification and separation. The stand- 
ard form for efficiency ratings will place 
the records of all individuals on parity 
for selection to fill vacancies in higher 


| grades and more desirable posts. When 


the efficiency report shows a substandard 
level of performance, the Army said, this 
fact will indicate that the individual is 
assigned to a job for which he is unfit 
or that he is not eligible for retention in 
the service.

put were rejected by vote or through the 
parliamentary procedure of tabling. 
These included one by Senator Richard 
B. Russell (D.-Ga.), a member of the 
Committee on Armed Services, which 
would permit draftees to demand service 
in units the members of which were of his 
own race; several by Senator William 
Langer (R.-N. D.), embodying the Presi- 
dent’s civil rights program ; one by Sena- 
tor Wayne Morse (R.-Ore.) to reduce 
service under the Act from two years to 
18 months; and one by Senator Homer 
Capehart (R.-Ind.), which would make 
the Act effective 75 days after enactment 
only on proclamation of the President that 
it was necessary to bring the Armed 
Forces up to authorized strengths. 

The amendment incorporating the Mili- 
tary Justice Bill as a part of the Draft 
measure was offered by Senator James 
P. Kem (R.-Mo.), who declared there is 
a “crying need for change in the system of 
military justice.” 

Separate JA Promotion List 

Briefly, the Military Justice Bill would 
create a separate Corps of Judge Advo- 
cates with a separate promotion list; au- 
thorize enlisted men as members of courts 
martial; subject officers to trial by spe- 
cial courts martial; prohibit the unlaw- 
ful influence of courts martial or the 
members thereof ; authorize Warrant Offi- 
cers to sit as members of courts martial ; 
give the accused, if he so desires, counsel 
at the pretrial investigation; grant to 
general and special courts martial author- 
ity to grant a bad-conduct discharge; 
strengthen review and appellate provi- 
sions; provide a lesser punishment than 
death or life imprisonment for murder 
or rape ; provide a lesser punishment than 
dismissal from service for officers drunk 
during time of war; and increase the 
authority of commanding officers under 
the 104th article of war so far as it per- 
tains to officers but not to enlisted men. 

Excerpts from Senator Kem’s state- 
ment in support of the amendment fol- 
low: 

“IL well remember my own experience dur- 





ing World War I, while serving as a mem- 
ber of an Army court martial, as a trial judge 
advocate, and as counsel for accused persons. 
It was apparent to me then that there was 
a crying need for change in the system of 
military justice, After World War I, certain 
changes were made to provide for a better 
review of the decisions of genera! courts mar- 
tial. Notwithstanding these changes, Mr. 
President, during World War II, and since, 
there has been extended, informed, and, I may 
say, bitter criticism of the administration of 
military justice under the existing Articles 
of War. 

“The amendment I have proposed is the 
product of some of the best judicial brains 
in the country.” 

Gurney Opposes 

Senator Chan Gurney (R.-S. D.), Chair- 
man of the Committee on Armed Services 
objected to adoption of the amendment at 
this time, stating that it was applicable 
only to the Army and Air Force, conse- 
quently was not in conformity with the 
principles of unification of the Armed 
Services. Excerpts from Senator Gurney’s 
remarks follow : 

“It seems only logical to me that the prob- 
lem of the revision of codes for the funda- 
mental control of the Military Establishment 
is of such consequence that it cannot be light- 
ly considered by the Congress. Further, it 
certainly must not be hastily tacked onto a 
bill of such great importance as the man- 
power bill. I think it has less excuse for 
being offered at this time. It certainly must 
not be hastily tacked onto a bill of such 
great importance as the one now before the 
Senate, in an effort to enact a piece of legis- 
lation which will be repealed by other legis- 
lation—soon, I hope—which will probably be 
submitted and approved at the coming session 
of Congress, when time will permit careful 
and complete consideration of the entire prob- 
lem in the light of the lessons learned after 
a year and a half under the Unification Act. 

“For these reasons, and in spite of the sin- 
cerity of purpose which I know motivates 
the Senator from Missouri and other Senators 
who have spoken on behalf of the amend- 
ment, I hope the amendment will not be 
agreed to.” 

At the conclusion of debate, the amend- 
ment was adopted 44-39 on a roll call 
vote, with 13 Senators not voting because 
of absence on official business. 
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Sec. Royall Backs ROTC 

The Army is fully aware of the con- 
tinuing need for citizen-soldiers, and is 
lending its full support to an expansion 
program aimed at production of 22,000 
Reserve Office Training Corps graduates 
each year by 1955, Secretary of the Army 
Kenneth C. Rofall declared this week. 

Addressing the faculty and student 
body at cornerstone-laying ceremonies of 
the ROTC Armory, Xavier University, 
Cincinnati, Ohio, 9 June, when he also 
received an honorary degree of Doctor of 
Laws, Secretary Royall said the ROTC 
expansion program must be extended to 
a number of new institutions. Excerpts 
from his address follow : 

“When this program is in full swing, I am 
happy to tell you that the Regular Army ex 
pects to absorb each year, as career officers, 
as many ROTC graduates as West Point gradu 
ates, and perhaps even more. Of these, 600 
will be directly appointed upon graduation, 
and approximately 500 will receive Regular 
Army commissions upon completing competi- 
tive tours of duty. In addition, it is expected 
that at least 10,000 graduates will be serv- 
ing on two-year tours of active duty. 

“Under such a plan, it is readily seen that 
the opportunity for ROTC graduates to obtain 
Regular Army commissions, and to serve two 
years on active duty before entering civilian 
work, will be much greater. The Army is cer 
tain it will benefit greatly from such a pro 
gram, and that these benefits will be shared 
by those who participate in it. 

“While mere figures are hardly adequat 
to measure the contributions of the ROT‘ 
to our national military establishment, they do 
point up something of the importance of this 
foundation of the citizen-Army Reserve sys 
tem. It has been fairly accurately estimated 
that more than one hundred thousand ROTC 
graduates served in grades from second lieu- 
tenant to brigadier general during the last 
war. 

“Still further evidence of the extent to 
which the Army depends on the ROTC lies 
in the fact that approximately 20 per cent 
of the officers commissioned from Officer Can- 
didate Schools and from the Aviation Cadet 
Training Program during the war had re- 
ceived some ROTC training.”

Present at the ceremony besides Secre- 
tary Royall were Secretary of the Air 
Force W. Stuart Symington; General 
Muir 8S. Fairchild, Vice Chief of Staff, U. 
S. Air Force; Lt. Gen. Willard 8. Paul, 
Director, Personnel and Administration 
Division, Department of the Army; Maj. 
Gen. Floyd L. Parks, Chief, Army Public 
Information Division, and President of 
the Army Golf Association, and Maj. Gen. 
Russel B. Reynolds, Chief of Special Serv- 
ices, Department of the Army. 

The Craig Trophy is a handsome ster- 
ling silver bowl, seven inches high and 
thirty-five inches in circumference, Em- 
bossed with the Army crest, it is inscribed 
around the top with the words: “The Gen- 
eral Malin Craig Memorial Trophy U. 8. 
Army Golf Championship.” Below em- 
bossed miniature golf balls encircling the 
bowl will be inscribed the names of suc- 
cessive Army golf champions. First name 
to be inscribed on the bowl is that of 
Captain Moseley, last year’s winner and 
the current champion. 

General Craig, whose memory will be 
perpetuated through the new trophy, died 
at Walter Reed Hospital, Washington, 
D. C., 25 July 1945. He was the Army 
Chief of Staff from October 1935 to 
August 1939, when he retired. He returned 
to active duty in September 1941 and 
was serving as President of the Secretary 
of War’s Personnel Board at the time of 
his death. Col. Malin Craig, jr., the donor, 
is now'stationed in Hawaii at Headquar- 
ters, U. S. Army Pacific, as Public In- 
formation Officer. 

As a member of the Army Transport 
Command’s foursome team, Captain Mose- 
ley competed against the top golfers in 
the Army and Air Force (then a part of 
the Army) to win the first annual Army- 
wide Championship Golf Tournament in 
August 1947 at Fort Benning, Ga. The 
Air Transport Command's foursome won 
the team championship, In 1947 Captain 
Moseley also won the Air Transport Com- 
mand and Army Air Force golf champion- 
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ships and the Northern California Ama- 
teur title. 

The Malin Craig Trophy will be the top 
prize at the 1948 Army Championship 
Golf Tournament at Ft. Lewis, Washing- 
ton, 16 to 22 Aug.

Graduates Hear Gen. Wallace 

Maj. Gen. William J. Wallace, Director 
of Marine Corps Aviation, addressed 
graduates of Washington College, Ches- 
tertown, Md., at commencement exercises 
on 6 June, 

After reviewing the history of Marine 
aviation, which at the beginning of World 
War I had only five officers and 30 en- 
listed men, General Wallace stressed the 
importance of having military forces in 
this country “in greater strength than we 
have ever before maintained in times of 
peace, Contempt for order grows rapidly,” 
he said, “unless promptly checked—in a 
home, a town, a state, a nation, and in the 
world. Man, even from primitive times,” 
he pointed out, “has respected force when 
nothing else could stay his boldness.” 

Likening force to fire, both of which 
have to be held in “proper bounds,” Gen- 
eral Wallace stated that neither can be 
treated as a plaything, and neither can 
they be abandoned “if human needs are 
to be met, and if man’s aspirations toward 
true order are to be achieved,” 
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Senate Approves Big Carrier 


Committees on Armed Services of Sen- 
ate and House have recemmended pas- 
sage of S. 2400 and H.R. 5409, companion 
bills authorizing the President, in his dis- 
cretion, to permit the stoppage of work 
on 13 combatant vessels now under con- 
struction in order that other, more de- 
sired vessels may be built, principally a 
65,000 ton carrier. On 10 June the Senate 
passed 8S. 2400. 

Text of the Senate Committee’s report 
follows: 

Explanation and Justification 

“The enactment of this bill would have a 
dual effect both of which are considered highly 
desirable, First, it would enable the conserva- 
tion, against any future emergency, of the 
ships included under its terms in a partially 
completed status. By suspending their con- 
struction at this time they will be of greater 
value in the future as they will be completed, 
if and when needed, with weapons not as yet 
fully perfected. The hulls of these vessels will 
be useful as stand-by units which may be 
readily adapted to such new techniques and 
armaments as may be originated or perfected 
in the future. An analogy may be found in 
eases of the Lexington and Saratoga. Both 
were originally laid down as battle cruisers, 
but could not be completed, as such, under 
the terms of the treaty limiting naval arma- 
ments, signed at Washington in 1922, They 
thereafter emerged as aircraft carriers and 
proved themselves to be useful and active 
components of the Pacific Fleet during World 
War II, 

Tonnage Strength Kept 

“The second and very important function 
of the bill is to permit, by the deferment of 
construction of the 13 vessels affected, the 
employment of funds, which are otherwise 
obligated to complete them, for the construc- 
tion and conversion of prototype ships which 
will be required to keep our Navy abreast of 
the trends of ship construction and nava! 
operations currently being developed. Enact- 
ment of this bill will have no effect on the 
authorized tonnage strength of naval vessels 
and new construction of prototype ships is 
within the presently existing authorized ton- 
nage of combatant vessels, 

“Included in the contemplated program of 
new construction is one new, large, flush-deck 
carrier, the size of which is determined by 
the dimensions and characteristics of the ad- 
vance-type aircraft which it is designed to 
earry. It is not intended that units of this 
type will engage in strategic or saturation- 
type bombing attacks, but will be employed 
in naval functions such as controlling the 
air over the sea and over hostile beaches, 
ports, and coastal regions by destroying or 
neutralizing targets which would otherwise 
jeopardize the success of naval support for 
our armed forces, The new-type carrier will 
assist the Navy in maintaining surveillance 
over the earth’s large expanse of water and 
insure the uninterrupted use of the sea lanes 
which are vital to the continued existence 
of the United States.”

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Marine Air Reserve Squadrons 

Three reserve fighter squadrons were 
commissioned in the Marine Corps Air 
Reserve this week, bringing the organized 
Marine Air Reserve to its authorized 
strength of 1,221 pilots, 396 ground offi- 
cers, and 5,068 enlisted men. 

All three squadrons were wartime com- 
bat squadrons which have been recom- 
missioned. The Marine Air Reserve now 
has a total authorized strength of 27 re- 
serve fighter squadrons. 

Two of the squadrons, VMF-232 in New 
York, and VMF-111 at Dallas, Tex., were 
the second fighter squadrons established 
in each city but the commissioning of 
VMF-231 at Akron, Ohio, brought to 22 
the number of cities having Marine Re- 
serve squadrons. In addition to the 27 
fighter units, the Marine Air Reserve has 
eight radar ground-controlled interceptor 
squadrons. 





CNO Makes Boston Speech 


Admiral Louis E. Denfeld, Chief of 
Naval Operations, addressed the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company of Mas- 
sachusetts on the occasion of the com- 
pany’s 310th anniversary, 7 June, in 
Boston. 

Discussing the importance of the Navy, 
both in peace and war, Admiral Denfeld 
informed the group that “a poll taken 
only last month indicated that nearly 
nine-tenths of the people of Boston believe 
that the Navy of today is inadequate to 
meet its responsibilities in an unstable 
and troubled world.” He pointed out that 
“although we can travel on land, sea and 
air, we are essentially an island conti- 
nent,” and that “the oceans will continue 
to play a dominant part in our destiny.” 

Admiral Denfeld also emphasized the 
ability of the U. 8S. Navy to police critical 
areas thousands of miles from our shores 
without intimidation or the risk of inter- 
national “incidents”; that the Navy does 
not have to seize bases overseas in order 
te strike the enemy. 

“Tt can attack anywhere in the world 
from any direction,” he said, “and with 
paralyzing effectiveness.” He added that, 
“with continuing development in jet pro- 
pulsion, greater speeds and ranges, and 
larger stowage space and flight decks on 
carriers, naval aviation will always equal 
the best in foreign, land-based air.” 





Marine Competitions 

Lt. Col. Walter R. Walsh, USMC, was 
the winner in the individual Rifle and 
Pistol matches during the Marine Corps’ 
Fastern Division Rifle and Pistol Compe- 
titions, held last week at the Marine Corps 
Schools, Quantico, 

Colonel Walsh, nationally known rifle 
and pistol shot, fired a high score of 566 
with the rifle, just four points short of 
the record for the Marine Corps Division 
Matches. With a score of 558 he also fired 
just four points below the present and all- 
time high Marine Corps Pistol record of 
562, established during the Southeastern 
Division Matches at Camp Lejeune, N. C., 
last week. 





Gen. Holcomb Returns 


General Thomas Holcomb, former 
former Commandant of the U. S. Marine 
Corps, and retiring United States Minister 
to South Africa, landed in New York City 
last week.

Admiral Fife’s Views 
Should World War III be forced upon 
us, it will be but a continuation of World 
War II, just as that War was a continua- 
tion of World War I, Rear Adm. James 


Fife, USN, Commander, Submarine 
Force, Atlantic Fleet, said in addressing 
the graduating class of the University of 
Tennessee at Knoxville on 7 June. 

“T belong to the school which believes 
that World War III can be avoided,” he 
asserted, adding that he was not one who 
believes that this can be achieved by ip. 
ertia or appeasement. 

Excerpts from Admiral Fife’s addregs 
follow : 

Military People Are Pacifists 

“Those of us who have seen war at first 
hand and great destruction around us, do not 
want to see war come to the United States— 
because we know what it means, 

“You have heard much strong language re- 
cently regarding the presumption that the 
brass and the militarists are entering too 
much into the control of our National Goy- 
ernment, The critics use this line to expound 
their theory that we are being led along 
the road to war. I do not think this is true 
because I think your Regular Military sery- 
ice people are the best pacifists that you have. 
I think it might be to the advantage of the 
United States were their talents used to better 
advantage in guiding our policies away from 
war, It has always been true that the Mili- 
tary take over at the point where Diplomacy 
fails. The Navy has no responsibility for na- 
tional policy, It has kept us out of more wars 
than we ever fought in. No government which 
fails to provide for its common defense de- 
serves the support of its people, and con- 
versely no people who fail to support their 
National Defense deserves good Government. 
For our next generation, survival is the issue. 

Hope Lies in U. 8, Strength 

“A future aggressor is now much more close 
to us than he used to be. The United States, 
and the few remaining free peoples of the 
world, now have only one hope of preventing 
the cataclysmic effects of War III. That rests 
alone in the hope that the United States will 
stay sufficiently strong to discourage any to- 
talitarian system from starting on another 
spree of aggression, I think it is historically 
correct that any nation built upon imperial 
conquest based on fear and oppression has 
always eventually fallen of its own weight. 
The difficulty here is what it will carry with 
it before that collapse occurs, Certainly, if 
all prospective aggressors were pure Marxist 
or Socialist we would have nothing to fear 
from them. They would be too weak to 
threaten our free enterprise system. Unfortu- 
nately, such is not the case, and these ideol- 
ogies, as they exist today, have totalitarian- 
ism superimposed on top of their theories, 
and that is the real threat to our existence, 

Factors of Strength 

“The strength of our country—or any coun- 
try for that matter—is dependent upon three 
factors, first, we have the qualitative and 
quantitative strength of our Armed Forces 
Second, is our economic stability, The third, 
and most important, element of our strength 
lies in the integrity and loyalty of our people.

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USMA Graduation 


Calling for an “armed peace” Secre- 
tary of Defense James Forrestal on 8 
June told the graduating class at the 
U. S. Military Academy that if America 
js prepared for war, such war is less 
likely to occur. 

The Secretary emphasized the need for 
foreign aid, stating that the world situ- 
ation had compelled the government to 
ask for an “extraordinary peace-time ap- 
propriation” of $15,500,000,000 for de- 
fense which, he added, “we would much 
rather have go for the restoration of 
normal economy.” 

The Secretary said that the billions of 
dollars contributed by the United States 
in foreign aid both officially and volun- 
tarily are not the actions of a nation that 
wants war. Otherwise, he said, the United 
States would be spending the entire sum 
on arming. 

“So long as there exist two great cen- 
ters of power, and around them distressed 
and broken economies, there is a dan- 
gerous instability in world affairs,” he 
said. The rebuilding of their societies by 
the nations of Western Europe with our 
help will we hope, restore a balance in the 
world which will make it easier to pre- 
serve peace and promote the general prog- 
ress of all men. 

Mr. Forrestal concluded, by asserting 
that part of our responsibility is to make 
it unmistakably clear that we do not in- 
tend to permit another attempt by a 
single power or group of powers to achieve 
world hegemony.

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Relieve Over-age AF Officers 

Non-Regular Air Force officers below 
the grade of brigadier general now on ac- 
tive duty who are beyond statutory re- 
tirement age prescribed for permanent 
officers will be processed for relief from 
active duty by local commanders, accord- 
ing to Air Force Letter No. 35-49A dated 
8 June, text of which is as follows: 

a, All non-Regular Air Force officers below 
the grade of brigadier general now on active 
duty who are beyond statutory retirement 
age prescribed for permanent officers of the 
Air Force will be processed for relief from 
active duty by local commanders. (The statu- 
tory retirement age prescribed for permanent 
officers of the Air Force be!ow the grade of 
brigadier general is sixty years.) Sec V, WD 
Cir 72, 1947, as amended, and this Letter 
will be cited as separation authority. Officers 
who are nearing the statutory age prescribed 
for retirement of Regular Air Force officers 
will be processed for relief from active duty 
in sufficient time to provide for completion 
of leave prior to separation before the last 
day of the month in which they attain statu- 
tory age. 

b, Exemptions from the provisions of a 
above, will be granted only under the follow- 
ing conditions: 

(1) When the officer for whom the exemp- 
tion is requested is engaged on a project 
which can be completed in the specified period 
for which the exemption is requested. 

(2) When the officer for whom the exemp- 
tion is requested is needed to train his re- 
placement. 

ec. Requests for exemptions will be for defi- 
nite periods not to exceed one (1) year. 

d, Commanders concerned will submit re- 
quests for exemption through channels to the 
Chief of Staff, Washington 25, D. C., ATTEN- 
TION: Director of Military Personnel, A com- 
plete, current report of physical examination 
(within 60 days) will accompany each request 
for exemption. 

e, Exemptions requested under the condi- 
tions outlined in b(2) above, will furnish the 
name of the replacement. 

f. Upen review of the officer's current physi- 
cal condition, his medical history, and his es- 
sentiality to the Air Force, the Director of 
Military Personnel will make a decision as to 
whether or not the officer should be retained 
on active duty. In no event will a request for 
exemption be approved if the officer for whom 
an exemption is requested is serving on active 
duty with waivers and/or physical defects. 
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Joint U.S.-Canadian Air 
Command Authority 

The Department of the Air Force this 
week issued Air Force Letter No. 35-10 
dated 26 May pertaining to the jurisdic- 
tien of Canadian Air Force Personnel 
Over U. 8. Air Force Personnel while en- 
gaged in joint activities. 

Commanding officers of both the U. 8. 
Air Force and the RCAF are advised to 
instruct all personnel engaged in such 
joint activities that they are to obey the 
standing order of the Canadian and Air 
Force Commanding Officers. 


Cadets Visit Air Bases 

Approximately 700 cadets of the sec- 
ond class at the U. 8. Military Academy 
will visit six U. S. Air Force bases this 
Summer to observe a series of tactical 
air operations, and 582 members of the 
Academy’s first class will visit Wright- 
Patterson Air Force Base at Dayton, O., 
during a tour of Army and Air Force 
installations. 

The bases which will be visited during 
the air training tour are: Langley Air 
Force Base, Hampton, Va.; Greenville, 
S. C., Air Force Base; Pope Air Force 
Base, Ft. Bragg, N. C.; Shaw Air Force 
Base, Sumter, S. C.; Eglin Air Force 
Base, Valpariso, Fla.; and MacDill Air 
Force Base, Tampa, Fla. 

The 700-cadet class will be divided into 
two sections. The first section will visit 
the bases between 9 June and 7 July, and 
the second section between 8 July and 4 
August. 

The cadets will travel in C-54’s and 
C-82’s. The aerial tour is designed to as- 
sist the Academy in providing all cadets 
with a broad view of actual military op- 
erations. The students will see demon- 
strations of reconnaissance aviation, tech- 
niques of airborne operations, radio and 
radar control practices, and of fighter 
tactics by Republic P-84 Thunderjets.

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Double AF Regular Officers 


In formally reporting this week the 
bill (HR 6247) to establish the compo- 
sition of the Air Force, the House Com- 
mittee on Armed Services asserted that 
the present authorized strength of Regu- 
lar Air Force officers is “obviously in- 
adequate” and recommended that it be 
doubled to 40,000. 

The bill as reported out authorizes the 
70-group program for which Congress 
already has voted the initial appropria- 
tions. 

Personnel Provision 

As to personnel the bill provides: 

“The authorized active duty strength of 
the Air Force of the United States shall con- 
sist of 70,500 officers (of which number 40,000 
may be Regular officers), 4,800 warrant offi- 
cers, 426,700 enlisted persons, whose numbers 
shall be exclusive of military personnel of 
the Department of the Army rendering direct 
and indirect support to the Department of the 
Air Force: Provided, That any military per- 
sonnel authorizations hereafter transferred 
from the Department of the Army to the De- 
partment of the Air Force by the Secretary 
of Defense, under the National Security Act 
of 1947, or such additional military personnel 
authorizations as the Secretary of Defense 
may deem necessary to discharge functions, 
powers, or duties hereafter transferred by 
him from the Department of the Army to the 
Department of the Air Force under such ac- 
tion, shall be in addition to the numbers here- 
inbefore set forth.” 


Composition of AF 

The text of the Committee’s report ex- 
plaining the bill follows: 

“The purpose of H.R. 6247 is to establish in 
law the composition of the Air Force, The 
Air Force was created as a separate military 
service by the National Security Act of 1947. 
However, no legislation thus far enacted pro- 
vides the legal basis for its nature, scope, and 
composition. In the case of both the Army 
and the Navy, statutory law has been enacted 
to provide for their composition. By the Na- 
tional Security Act of 1947, the Congress has 
expressly established the Air Force. There 
remains the necessity to provide a law which 
establishes the composition of the Air Force. 
H.R. 6247 is intended to meet that require- 





ment. 
“Legislation embodying the intent of the 
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Congress with respect to composition of , 
military service is necessary as guidance for 
those who administer that service, and as , 
means of insuring continuity in the develop. 
ment of the service. Such legislation also pro. 
vides a broad, long-term authorization upon 
which the service may base its periodic esti. 
mates of requirements, H.R. 6247 defines the 
Air Force as to size, components, and genera] 
activities. The bill establishes, therefore, the 
goals toward which the Air Force is to move 
in its development in years to come. Since 
H.R. 6247 is long-term legislation, it must 
necessarily permit flexibility in the develop- 
ment of the Air Force to accord with changes 
in the character of air power which may occur 
as time passes. 
70 Groups 

“In referring to the composition of the Air 
Force, your committee feels it advisab'e to 
emphasize that the commonly used expres 
sion, 70-group Air Force, is but a short title 
for the Air Force composition required, 4 
statement of the proper composition of the 
Air Force must reach into such fields as Reg 
ular Air Force units, Air National Guard 
units, Air Force Reserve units, auxiliary 
units, active duty military strength, civilian 
personnel, numbers of serviceable aircraft, 
air-frame tonnages, guided missiles, logistic 
support, training, research, fisca! affairs, and 
many others. These factors must be correctly 
related before a thorough and sound Air Force 
composition is determined, It will be observed 
that the probiem is of considerable magni- 
tude; quite evidently beyond the mere state- 
ment: 70 groups. 

“Recognizing the complexity of the problem 
of Air Force composition, your committee has 
earefully and thoroughly considered the re- 
quirements for the air security and defense 
of the United States, In this connection it 
has considered, among others, the excel'ent 
and exhaustive studies made by such compe- 
tent, responsible groups as the Congressional 
Aviation Policy Board and the President's 
Air Policy Commission, The committee be- 
lieves that the thoroughness of such studies, 
and the reliability of those who made them, 
is such as to warrant great confidence. H.R. 
6247 reflects substantially the conclusions as 
to composition of the Air Force reached by 
the competent groups that have examined 
the question. Testimony of the officials of the 
Department of the Air Force and of the Chief 
of Staff of the Air Force is in complete sup- 
port of H.R. 6247. 

“In regard to the general nature of H.R. 
247, your committee wishes to assert em- 
phatically that the Air Force composition 
proposed is not that of a wartime Air Force. 
It is that of a peacetime Air Force, H.R. 6247 
would provide authorization for a peacetime 
Air Force constituting the minimum platform 
upon which the Nation could expect to build 
a decisive wartime Air Force, should the 
necessity arise. 

“The future annual cost of implementing 
H.R, 6247 has been estimated to level off in 
4 or 5 years at $7,500,000,000. Costs in the 
interim years are estimated to be below the 
level-off rate. H.R, 6247 does not, of course, 
provide these funds. Action to provide funds 
will be taken by the Congress annually 
through appropriations bills, 

“By approving H.R. 6247, the House estab- 
lishes basic enabling authority consistent with 
the intent of the Congress already evidenced 
in the recently enacted Supplemental! National 
Defense Appropriation Act, 1948. 

“Section 2 of H.R. 6247 puts into effect the 
so-called 70-group program for the Air Force, 
proposals for which were set forth in the re- 
ports of the President’s Air Policy Commis- 
sion and the Joint Congressional Aviation 
Policy Board, This 70-group program includes 
70 Regular Air Force groups and 22 Regular 
Air Force squadrons, together with their 
necessary supporting elements, Examples of 
these supporting elements are command head- 
quarters, early warning radar, air depots, 
pilot training, anc Air Force participation in

the joint military air-transport system, These 
would be supplemented by the necessary Re- 
serve components, including 27 Air National 
Guard groups and 34 equivalent Air Force 
Reserve groups with their auxiliary elements. 

“Section 3 sets the authorized active-duty 
strength of the Air Force of the United States 
at 502,000 military personnel. This would per- 
mit the manning of the Air Force at a level 
which would enable it to perform its as- 
signed mission, The Air Force is currently 
authorized only 20,000 Regular officers. This 
strength in career personnel is obviously in- 
adequate to operate a force totaling 502,000 
and should be increased to 40,000. It provides 
further that personnel authorization provided 
by this bill shall not limit further transfer 
of authorizations under the National Security 
Act of 1947. The provision which renders 
inapplicable to the Air Force, section 14 of 
the Federal Employees’ Pay Act of 1946 (Pub- 
lic Law 390, 79th Cong.), with respect to the 
maximum limitations as to the number of 
civilian employees, is required inasmuch as 
the ceiling on qualified civilian personnel so 
imposed presents an insuperable obstacle to 
the proper utilization of the incrensed appro- 
priations to the Department of the Air Force. 
Thus the cited act would impede the national 
security program as presently approved by 
Congress. Unless the act is rendered inappli- 
cable to the Department, it will be impossible 
to accomplish that vital part of the program 
which is dependent upon the recruiting and 
utilization of the civilian personnel necessary 
for operation of a 70-group Air Force. 

Aircraft Strength 

“Section 4 authorizes the United States Air 
Force 24,000 serviceable aircraft or 225,000 
air-frame tons of serviceable aircraft, which- 
ever amount the Secretary of the Air Force 
may determine more appropriate to fulfill 
the requirements of the Air Force. Air-frame 
tons are specified in addition to numbers of 
aircraft in order to permit the Air Force to 
vary its composition within these figures as 
concepts of warfare change. Within these 
totals, the Secretary of the Air Force is au- 
thorized to procure 5,200 serviceable aircraft 
or 42,500 air-frame tons annually, to replace 
unserviceable aircraft so as to insure that the 
Air Force is equipped with completely modern 
aircraft with which to perform its mission. 
Authority is included in this section to enable 
the Secretary of the Air Force to procure 
guided missiles. It is intended that the Air 
Force pursue the development and utilization 
of guided missiles to the extent and with 
sueh timeliness as to modernize and maintain 
the Air Force required for the preservation of 
air supremacy. 

“Section 5 provides for procurement of 
necessary spares and spare parts, equipment 
(ground, air, and otherwise), facilities, and 
other requirements necessary for maintenance 
and operation of aircraft and guided missiles. 
This provision is for the purpose of establish- 
ing a sound legal authority for such procure- 
ment in the future, As operating requirements 
will vary and will be reviewed from year to 
year, no attempt has been made to establish 
fixed limitations of such authorizations or 
expenditures. 

Research and Development 

“Section 6 authorizes intensified research 
and development. The furtherance of contin- 
uing research into the development of the 
weapons of aerial offensive and defensive war- 
fare is a matter of great significance. It is pri- 
marily by this means that in future sessions 
of Congress there may be assurance that 
moneys appropriated for procurement of 
aerial weapons wil] be devoted to the best and 
latest weapons possible to devise, This com 
mittee believes that provision for a sound pro- 
gram of research and development will best 
secure and maintain the advantages sought 
in establishing an Air Force of the dimensions 
contemplated by this act. ; 

“Section 7 authorizes the appropriation of 
the hecessary moneys to carry out the pur- 
poses of this act and provides for the greatest 
possible return on moneys already appropri- 
ated and to be appropriated for research and 
development of aerial weapons and procure- 
ment and maintenance of such weapons. The 
committee recommends a maximum of 5 years 
in which funds for the above purposes may 
he obligated. The economy to be secured is 
through the ability to contract for longer pe- 
riods of time, lowering manufacturing costs 
and insuring a more stable industry supply- 
ing the Air Force.”

Meanwhile, the Board selecting officers 
for promotion to the permanent grade of 
lieutenant colonel has completed its work 
and the names are being processed pre- 
paratory to submission to the President 
for approval. 

A board for the selection of officers for 
promotion to the permanent grade of ma- 
jor has been approved by the Secretary 
of the Air Force and will begin its task 
on 17 June. 

Also a new board has been named for 
the selection of officers for the temporary 
grade of colonel. This board is now in 
session and is expected to report shortly. 

CCC Service Out 

A source of considerable comment in 
the field has been the decision of Air Force 
headquarters not to count the time former 
Reserve officers served on active duty 
with the CCC as time making them eligi- 
ble for selection to higher grades. Under 
the law, active duty with the CCO must be 
counted the same as any other active 
duty toward retirement and in the com- 
putation of longevity pay, but it has been 
administratively decided that it will not 
count for promotion. 

Inasmuch as some Reserve officers had 
up to seven years’ active duty in command 
of companies, camps and districts of the 
CCC, considerable dissatisfaction is be- 
ing expressed. Other forms of active duty, 
even the short two-week tours, may be 
counted, it is stated.

Sea. Like the Mediterranean Foree it, too, 
is based upon the east coast of the United 
States. The cruiser is available for use by 
the Commander-in-Chief as a flagship 
and is so employed. 

The ships comprising both these forces 
are relieved about every four months by 
similar types coming from the United 
States Atlantic Fleet. During those four 
months the ships of both forces visit many 
of the ports in their respective areas. 
Opportunity for visiting foreign countries 
in these ships is certainly not lacking for 
the men attached to these two forces. In 
addition, the forces in the area were 
augmented last smmer by vessels of the 
Midshipmen’s Practice Squadron, which 
squadron constituted a powerful naval 
force, of two fleet carriers, two Missouri- 
Class battleships, and six fleet destroyers. 

The U. S. Naval Forces in Germany, 
since the end of the war, have been con- 
cerned with shore-side activities main- 
tained to facilitate and implement United 
States commitments with regard to the 
decisions of the Tripartite Naval Com- 
mission. These decisions made the United 
States responsible for the disposal of its 
portion of the German fleet and German 
Naval Installations. 

Duty in the theaters embraced by this 
command is intensely interesting. Un- 
fortunately, due to the lack of operating 
bases for the ships in the Mediterranean 
and Northern Forces, and the compara- 
tively short length of time those ships 
are absent from their home bases on the 
East Coast, it is not practicable, except 
in a small number of cases, for the de 
pendents of the officers and men to follow 
the ships to Europe. However, the ma- 
jority of the officers and men view this 
minor hardship philosophically, make the 
most of their opportunities to see new 
sights, gain new experiences and, when 
they return to the States, hardly realize 
they have been away. The weekly flights 
of MATS planes from the east coast, via 
the Azores, to the Mediterranean and re- 
turn make it possible for those required 
home on emergency leaves to be back in 
the United States within a few days of 
leaving their ships. The same is true, of

course, of personnel in the shore establish- 
ments in Germany and the personne! in 
North Burope. 

The multiplicity of activities of this 
command is a return to the old days when 
the U .S. Navy was a power in Buropean 
waters. It is a far cry from the one 
period between World Wars when it 
dwindled to a cruiser, and usually a very 
old one at that. Today, with the number 
of ships in the Mediterranean, Middle 
Eastern and Northern Buropean waters, 
the size, activities and extent of this 
command make it comparable to many 
of the small navies of the World.

EORETARY of Defense Forrestal scored a bull’s eye for all the Armed Services 

when he told Congress that “the level of military pay, together with collateral 
compensation—such as adequate housing—may be the key to the problem of career 
military manpower.” While patriotism and the love of the Service are the forces 
which impel men to devote their lives to National Security, it is the inadequacy 
of their pay and their standards of living that discourage them and causes some 
to leave for civilian pursuits. They do not expect to receive the higher pay that 
would be theirs in positions of similar responsibility requiring equal professional 
standards in business or industry, but they do expect to be able to support their 
families decently, to be provided with fairly modern and reasonably roomy housing, 
and, lacking sufficient income to build up estates, they feel they deserve assurance 
that their wives and children will be taken care of when they pass on. Mr. Forrestal 
expects to receive thorough and complete reports and recommendations by August 
from his Civilian Advisory Commission on Service Pay, but if present plans develop 
Congress will not again be in session until next January. While it is unfortunate 
that nothing has been done to better Service pay in the 80th Congress, the outlook 
will be vastly improved in the 81st, for by that time Mr. Forrestal will be ready 
with a new bill based on his board’s report, while the new chairman of the House 
Committee, succeeding Mr. Andrews who is retiring, will be Representative Dewey 
Short (R-Mo.), who as chairman of the subcommittee on Personnel, is thoroughly 
grounded in the Services’ needs for improved pay and living conditions. 


[% THE interest of economy as well as efficiency Congress should push to en- 
actment at this session the bills introduced by Senator Hawkes (R-N. J.) and 
Representative Clason (R-Mass.) under the title “National Aircraft Development 
and Procurement Act of 1948.” These bills, which are identical and were drafted 
upon the recommendation of the Congressional Aviation Policy Board, would author- 
ize the Secretary of Defense to conduct aeronautical research, development, and 
production upon a five year basis, instead of from year to year as now restricted 
by inability to obligate funds for any longer periods. Secretary Symington referred 
to the present system as a “major handicap,” adding that “no man with the interest 
of Government efficiency, and economy in buying at heart, wants to continue this 
absurd situation.” It takes from five to seven years to develop advanced airplane 
models, while production takes another two to five years. It is obvious that Industry 
must prepare itself for these time lapses, for neither the Air Force nor the Naval 
Bureau of Aeronautics can obligate government funds to these requirements be- 
yond a single fiscal year. The proposed bills would require the Secretary of De- 
fense to submit to Congress each January a detailed report of estimated procure- 
ment requirements for aeronautical research, development, and production for the 
succeeding five years. Within the limit of appropriations, the Secretary would then 
be authorized to make contracts to carry out such future plans. Congress should 
give prompt approval to this measure for the benefit of industry, labor, the Na- 
tional Defense, and the taxpayer. 


ROMPT action on the part of both the Bureau of the Budget and Congress will be 

necessary if the Army, Navy, and Air Force are to get underway with the construc- 
tion and housing programs they so sorely need, The authorization bill for construction 
for the Army and Air Force (totalling $208,000,000 of which $102,000,000 is specifically 
for housing for personnel) is now at the White House awaiting the President’s ap- 
proval. The Navy public works authorization bill has been agreed upon by the con- 
ferees and soon will be on its way to the White House. The next step will be to get 
the actual funds appropriated. However, deficiency estimates for such appropriations 
cannot be sent to Congress until the authorization bills become law. Members of the 
House Appropriations Committee told the ARMy AND Navy JouRNAL this week that 
they are ready to handle such a measure and that if it comes to them promptly they 
feel they can move it along fast enough to insure enactment before adjournment. 
The need for Service housing is urgent. Just this week the Department of the Army 
issued instructions that each officer transferred to Puerto Rico must sign in advance 
a statement agreeing “to accept such quarters as are assigned by the Commanding 
General, U. S. Army Forces, Antilles, as being adequate quarters for myself and my 
dependents.” This is being done to prevent officers from protesting and seeking better 
quarters when they aré assigned to houses they consider inadequate or unfit. But the 
Antilles is only one locality where existing housing is bad. The sooner construction of 
better housing is started the sooner will be removed this obstacle to higher morale 
and hence open the way to higher efficiency.

Reserves for Selective Service 

Upon request of the Director, Office of 
Selective Service Records, certain Re- 
serve officers have been and are being 
notified that they will not be ordered or 
called to active Federal service except for 
Selective Service duties or for training for 
such duties. 

Reserve officers of the Army so listed 
for Selective Service duties will be as- 
signed so far as practicable to composite 
groups for administration and inactive 
status training, until such time as a train- 
ing program for that category of officers 
is placed into effect. 

A Reserve officer of the Army, except 
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of the Chaplain Reserve and Medical De 
partment Keserve other than the Medical 
Service Corps Reserve, listed for Selective 
Service duties, who holds an appointment 
in a section other than the Staff and Ad- 
ministrative Reserve will be given by The 
Adjutant General the option of transfer 
to the Staff and Administrative Reserve 
or removal from the list of those selected 
for Selective Service duties. 

In the future, Reserve officers of the 
Army who hold an appointment in a see 
tion other than the Staff and Administra- 
tive Reserve, except in the Chaplain Re 
serve and Medical Department Reserve 
other than the Medical Service Corps Re 
serve, will be required to apply for a 
transfer to the Staff and Administrative 
Reserve after their selection for Selective 
Service.

Secretary Forrestal’s Report 


Secretary of Defense James Forrestal 
en 10 June reported the following Sum- 
mary of Activities of his office, and of 
the agencies of the National Military 
Establishment exclusive of the three mili- 
tary departments, since 17 May 1948: 
Committee on Medical and Hospital Services 

Preparation of a standardized “Abridged 
Nomenclature of Diseases, Injuries and Con- 
ditions” and of a standardized “List of 
Surgical Operations” for common use by the 
medical services of the Armed Forces has 
been approved by Secretary Forrestal on 
recommendation of the Committee on Medical 
and Hospital Services. It is contemplated 
that these uniform guides for terminology, 
which the Committee recommended as basi- 
eally necessary for increasing common utiliza- 
tion of medical facilities and services among 
the Armed Forces, will be effective for use 
beginning 1 January, 1949. 

To aid in the preparation of uniform 
guides and to keep them in a state of current 
eorrectness, Secretary Forrestal authorized 
establishment of an Interdepartmental Com- 
mittee on Classification and Diagnostic 
Nomenclature of Diseases, Injuries and Con- 
ditions, This Committee will be composed of 
ene member from each of the three armed 
services, to be designated respectively by the 
Surgeons General of the Army and Navy and 
the Air Surgeon, to whom it will report. 

In its recommendations to Secretary For- 
restal, the Medical and Hospital Services 
Committee asked that the standardized 
terminology guides be made effective on the 
first day of a calendar year “to avoid con- 
fusion in compiling annual medical statis- 
tics ;” also that classification follow the lines 
of the 1948 revision of the International 
Classification of Diseases, Injuries and 
Causes of Death, and that standard nomef- 
clature of the American Medical Association 
be the general guide to terminology. 

Besides standardization of all medical and 
clinical terminology within the Armed Forces, 
ebjectives of the Committee in recommenda- 
tions approved Wy Secretary Forrestal in- 
cluded: (1) Standardization of statistical 
analytical data for more accurate observa- 
tions of health trends, non-effective rates and 
the nature and morbid effects of battle 
casualties and special hazards, to increase 
the value of medical statistics in future 
logistics planning; (2) Standardization and 
simplification of the maintenance of accurate 
clinical records, to eliminate potential con- 
fusion in cross hospitalization of military 
personnel; (3) Simplification of mutual under- 
standing of terms in mixed departmental 
assignments of medical personnel; (4) Stand- 
ardization of clinical terms common to mili- 
tary and civilian medicine. 

Navy Hospital Opened to Army and Air Force 

With the approval of the Committee on 
Medical and Hospital Services, of which they 
are members, the Surgeons General of the 
Navy and Army have opened the Navy Gen- 
eral Hospital at Portsmouth, Va., for the 
admission of general cases among the Army 
and Air Force personne] in the Norfolk- 
Hampton Roads-Newport News area, This 
was accomplished by administrative order. 
The Army maintains only station hospitals 
in this area and, hitherto, Army and Air 
Force cases requiring prolonged hospitaliza- 
tion were sent to Walter Reed General Hos- 
pital in Washington, D. C. Army and Air 
Force liaison will be maintained at the Ports-

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Standardization and Cataloging 
@n 18 May, the Chairman ef the Munitions 





Board announced the establishment of the 
Munitions Board Standards Agency and the 
Munitions Board Cataloging Agency. The 
function of the Standards Agency is to de- 
velop standardized equipment for the Na- 
tional Military Establishment. The task of the 
Cataloging Agency is to develop a uniform 
catalog of all items used by the Military 
Establishment in peace and war. 

Establishment of the two agencies was the 
result of a World War II realization by the 
military departments that standardization of 
equipment and a uniform catalog for the 
Armed Services were essential to an efficient 
and economical military supply system. 
Moves were initiated separately by the War 
and Navy Departments toward achievement 
of catalog uniformity within their own Serv- 
ices, By June of 1947, progress had been made 
by the Technical Services of the War De- 
partment and the Bureaus of the Navy, and 
the Navy had embarked on a program of 
uniformity among all its Bureaus, 

Before the National Security Act of 1947, 
the cataloging efforts of the Army, Navy and 
Air Force were coordinated by the old Army 
and Navy Munitions Board Cataloging 
agency. This agency laid the organizational 
groundwork from which grew the recently 
announced Munitions Board Cataloging 
Agency. 

The program already has produced a 
manual for supply cataloging, which is a 
handbook designed to guide all personne! in 
cataloging principles. Procedures of the three 
military departments have been developed 
for the collaboration in cataloging activities, 
and an agency staff charged with the correla- 
tion of all cataloging material received from 
the Services has been formed. 

The Cataloging Agency is now developing 
description patterns for medical supplies. 
Over 14,000 descriptions are involved, but the 
Agency expects the job to be completed 
within a year, Progress is being made also in 
development of descriptions for paints and 
related materials from patterns already de- 
veloped by the Cataloging Agency. 

Mobilization Guide for Industry 

On 1 June, the Munitions Board issued its 
Guide for Joint Industry-Military Procure- 
ment Planning to assist industry in the 
preparation of ita plants for industrial 
mobilization in the event of a national 
emergency, 

Uniform Procurement Begulations 

On 17 May, the Munitions Board announced 
issuance of the first three sections of the new, 
uniform Armed Services Procurement Regu- 
lations, 

Office of Civil Defense Planning 

The appointment of advisory panels of 
outstanding leaders to assist in developing 
overall plans to minimize the effects of an 
enemy attack, was announced by Mr. Russell 
J. Hopley, Director of Civil Defense Planning. 

Advisory panels in five flelds of study under 
the Technical Division have been completed 
and these leaders will meet with the chief 
advisers to Mr. Horace H. Nance, head of the 
Division, Advisory panels in the remaining 
fields are to be completed in the next few 
weeks. 

The advisory panels now functioning and 
their directors are: Medical—Dr. Perrin H. 
Long, Professor of Preventive Medicine, 
Johns Hopkins University; Fire Fighting— 
Frank C. McAuliffe, Chief, Chicago Fire 
Patrol and President, International Associa- 
tion of Fire Chiefs; Police—John D, Hols- 
trom, Chief of Police, Berkeley, Calif.; Trans- 
portation—Col. Edmond C, BR, Lasher, Army 
Transportation Corps; Disaster Relief—Ray- 
mond T. Schaeffer, Assistant to the President, 
American Red Cross. 

Air Navigation Development Board 

Establishment of an Air Navigation De- 
velopment Board was announced jointly by 
the Secretaries of Defense and Commerce, 
The Board will develop a basic national sys- 
tem of air navigation control to meet the 
needs of both civilian and military aviation 
and protect national security. 

Organization and procedures plans are be- 
ing formulated by a temporary working 
group from the Air Force, Navy, and the 
Civil Aeronautics Administration, each of 
which will have one representative on the 
Board, 

The joint action of the two Secretaries was 
a result of a six-months study by a special 
Committee on Air Navigation appointed by 
the Research and Development Board of the 
National Military Establishment, and headed 
by Mr, R. 8S. Damon, President, American 
Airlines. 


Interdepartmenta! Space Board 

Savings in excess of $225,000 annually in 
rentals for space used by the Military Es- 
tablishment in the Boston and San Francisco 
Bay areas will be effected by recommenda- 
tions made by the Interdepartmental Space 
Board and approved by Secretary Forrestal. 
A rental savings of approximately $50,000 also 
was achieved during May by the transfer 
of the Army District Engineers office from 
the Wright Building in Tulsa, Okla., to the 
Bomber Assembly Plant there. 

In the San Francisco Bay Area, relocations 
of military installations will save approxi- 
mately $150,000 in rentals annually, and 
rental savings to be effected in the Boston 
area are estimated at $75,000 annually. A 
study was made also in New Orleans, but 





no major changes were recommended there. 

The Board’s Field Survey Team currently 
is studying military installations in the New 
York Area, 

Forms Standardization and Control Board 

An interdepartmental board to develop a 
program for standardization and control of 
forms used by the Army, Navy and Air Force 
was established by Secretary Forrestal on 4 
June. The board will make a continuous 
study of the several hundred thousand forms 
now used by the Military Establishment to 
determine which can be dispensed with and 
which can be standardized for use by two 
or more departments or agencies. This is 
expected to effect large savings annually by 
simplification of operations and reduction of 
printing costs, 

The members of the Interdepartmental 
Forms Standardization and Control Board 
are: Mr. W. Car! Blaisdell, Office of the Secre- 
tary of Defense, Chairman; Colonel Kil- 
bourne Johnston, Chief, Management Divi- 
sion, Office of the Army Comptroller; Mr. 
John H, Dillon, Administrative Assistant, De- 
partment of the Navy; and Mr, William R. 
Sweeney, Special Assistant to Assistant Secre- 
tary, Department of Air Force, 

Mr. Louis A, Rouse, who had been in charge 
of a forms standardization program for the 
Army, is Secretary of the Interdepartmental 
Board and Chairman of a Forms Standard- 
ization Program Committee which will de- 
velop project plans and policies for the ap- 
proval of the Board, 


Advisory Commission on Service Pay 

The Service Pay Commission, which is 
making a comprehensive analysis of the pay 
structure of the Armed Services, met in 
Washington on 17 May and will meet here 
again on 15 June. 

Since its appointment last December,. the 
Commission has been meeting at least once 
a month to receive and review reports from 
subcommittees and a corps of consultants. 
Special studies are being conducted in four 
fields: 1. Industrial wage comparisons; 2 
Retirement and allied benefits; 3. Special pay 
and allowances; 4. Historical analysis, 

The Commission expects to report to Secre- 
tary Forrestal! about 1 September. It will 
make recommendations for pay scales in all 
branches of the Armed Services, including 
uniformed personnel in the Coast Guard, the 
Coast and Geodetic Survey, and the U. & 
Public Health Service.

Naval Career Planning 


Career planning for Naval officers is 
being stressed by the Bureau of Naval 
Personnel. 

The Bureau, although responsible for 
all line officer training except aviation, 
does not plan careers for individual of- 
ficers, but does, however, assist all off- 
cers to proceed toward their own goals. 

The Bureau breaks the development of 
the normal line officer’s career into three 
major educational and training periods: 
the Basic Period, in the grades of Ensign 
and Lieutenant (jg) ; the Technical Pe 
riod, in the grade of Lieutenant, and the 
Command and Staff Period, in the grades 
of Lieutenant Commander, Commander, 
and Captain. 

During the basic period the young En- 
sign is assigned duty aboard ship and 
rotated in the various departments of 
the ship to develop a balanced under- 
standing of and capability in the work 
and organization of a ship. This assists 
the officer in the early determination of 
his field of major interest and ability. 


After one or two years at sea an officer 
has an opportunity for major specializa- 
tion. He may then choose a field—Civil 
Engineering, Naval Construction and En- 
gineering, or the Supply Corps—or a type 
of, service—surface, submarine, or avia- 
tion. 

After six to eight years of commis 
sioned service, an officer becomes eligible 
for his first permanent shore duty. At this 
point he enters the Technical Period. One 
year of this shore duty normally will be 
at one of the General Line Schools, where 
he will obtain a greater understanding of 
his career and of the Navy. Following 
the General Line Course, an officer may 
apply for assignment to one of a number 
of post-graduate courses which provide 
advanced technical knowledge and com- 
petence in special fields of naval interests. 

In a normal naval career, after 12 years 
of service, an officer will have completed 
his preparatory training, and his special 
and detailed education will have been ac- 
complished if properly planned, His duties 
in the fellowing years will involve greater 
responsibility and authority, and each ae 
signment should prepare him for further 
responsibility and authority, The ad- 
vanced training received during the Com- 
mand and Staff Period should emphasize 
leadership, commfind, and administration 
in order to prepare the officer for this in- 
creased responsibility. 

The Bureau of Naval Personne! deter- 
mines the line career requirements, and 
provides the opportunities and facilities 
to meet them. It emphasizes, however, 
that it is the responsibility of each in- 
dividual officer to establish hig goal and 
plan his career to reach it. :

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Affairs—tIn the hope that the truce arrangement made by Count Berna- 
dotte, United Nations Mediator in Palestine, will stick for four weeks, 21 officers 
from the U. 8. Armed Services have been designated as America’s quota of mili- 
tary observers to assist the Mediator. The Navy-Marine delegation of seven, headed 
by Capt. Solomon D. Willingham, and including Capt. Daniel T. Eddy, Comdrs. 
Carson Hawkins and Harold D. Huxley, Lt. Latimer Rychly, and Majs. Regan 
Fuller and Roy D. Miller left Washington this week, to be joined in Europe by 
seven from the Army and Seven from the Air Force, selected from personnel in Gen- 
eral Clay’s command. The security of the truce arrangement is doubtful, for the 
Arabs’ spokesmen are suspicious that it is not being designed with an eye to abso- 
lute neutrality, particularly in what has been the most troublesome issue of the 
negotiations, namely the continued immigration of Jews of military age. There is 
a promise that these young men will arrive unarmed and will be concentrated in 
areas where they cannot be used as soldiers so long as the truce lasts. This is hardly 
satisfactory to Arabs who note that, however fully the promise is kept, the men 
thus admitted will be physically present in Palestine when the truce ends, and will 
be capable of being supplied immediately with arms. The truce negotiations do not 
touch the basic issue—that the Jews insist on partition and the Arabs insist on 
no partition. The Arab leaders are aware that if they lose the immigration argu- 
ment at this stage, they have lost it permanently without any compensating gain. The 
political gains thus far have beén by the Jews; the military gains have been varied 
and less apparent but in them too the Jews have thus far been the larger winners. 
The trend, in brief, has been toward the partition program, and the Arabs are well 
aware of it. 

The mijitary forces of the United States, Great Britain and France will re- 
main in Germany “until the peace of Europe is secured,” under the London six- 
power agreement whoSe terms were made public on Monday. That sounds like a 
long time, and is meant to. It is intended to leave no doubt in over-defiant Russian 
minds, or in over-hopeful German minds, or in over-anxious French minds. The 
French minds are of special concern as the week-end approaches, for upon French 
approval of the tentative agreement made by M. Bidault with his colleagues from 
the other five nations at the London conference depends the entire arrangement for 
western Germany and, {n a large sense, for the western world. France desired mili- 
tary as well as political and economic security and, on the basis of three German 
invasions in 70 years, had a right to seek it. It has been afforded her in large mea- 
gure, but the pulling and tugging of French Communists on the one hand and of 
extreme French nationalists on the other, both of them really guided by other 
‘interests, causes concern over the ability of Premier Schuman and M. Bidault to 
retain National Assembly support at the critical week-end session. Until that is 
assured other anxieties over the agreement are of minor importance. The American 
House of Representatives has done the fight small good by its cut of ERP funds 
at this critical juncture, but that may yet be corrected. The State Department is 
not even contemplating submission of the agreement to the Senate owing to its allegedly 
“interim” character, and Mr. Bevin indicates no intention of calling for discussion 
in Commons, If the French Assembly sfipports the compact, the German minister- 
president of the three western zones may be expected to summon a constituent body 
to prepare a constitution, which then would be submitted to popular vote. Such 
discussion of the prospect as has been heard from west Germany expresses pain 
over the proposed internationalization of the Ruhr and separation from east Ger- 
many. The expressions may be sincere, but they are futile. East Germany is already 
separated, and can reunite only when Russia’s chains fall away. German control of 
the Ruhr at this stage would be as unacceptable to France and the Benelux group, 
innocent victims of 1940, as would be the retirement of the Allies’ garrisons. There 
have already been large compromisés in German behalf, but there are limits to 
Allied patience. 

Even while the House was voting to slash severely the appropriation for ERP, 
its Foreign Affairs Committee was engaged in approving a commitment of the United 
States to the principle of extending military aid to defensive alliances of friendly 
nations. This is in line with recent similar action by the corresponding committee of 
the Senate. It cannot commit the country to specific action, to be sure, for that 
can come only through later legislation addressed to a specific case, but the im- 
portance of the commitment in principle is unmistakable. It is apparent that grant- 
ing aid to a western European nation, which would use that aid to build up its 
defenses tn our behalf as well as its own, is both cheaper and swifter than planning 
to provide all the defense ourselves in some future emergency. It also is apparent 
that the statements made in the Senate and House committee are designed to be 
overheard: they aim to encourage western Buropean nations to expect from us 
military materiel at least, but on condition that they build up their own readiness to use 
it. The reasoning with regard to military aid is identical with the basis of the 
Marshall Plan for economic aid, namely, that America’s help will be extended to 
those friendly nations which help themselves. There is thus far no implementation, 
and this is a subject to which the Military Establishment must shortly address its 
full attention.. The military equipment which can be sent abroad is still limited, 
chiefly in quality, in view of our own forces’ exigencies. The new appropriations, 
which look large, have not yet met those exigencies, and hence are far from mak- 
ing possible those grand-scale shipments of new-type materiel which certain western 
European nations hope for. 

The Soviet government, unasked, has advised the Danish foreign minister not 
to negotiate with the Western European union. Copenhagen had addressed the re- 
cent London conference of the six-power ambassadors, while they were consider- 
ing the state of western Germany, requesting attention to the interests of the Danish 
minority in German Schleswig. The Moscow note informed Copenhagen that solu- 
tions of troubles in South Schleswig was something which could be attended to 
only by agreement among the Big Four, rather than by the six-power conference. 

The odd case of a Soviet officer, Lt. Col. J. D. Tassoyev, who lately appeared 
in Moscow with a remarkable yarn of what used to be called Perils-of-Pauline ad- 
ventures, is greatly agitating the Soviet news agency Tass. Tassoyev’s story is 
that he was invited to an American official’s home in Bremen, kidnapped, put aboard 
a British plane, taken to London and locked up in a flat where he was maltreated 
by British agents; that he fled to the'street dnd a nearby é@xhibit hall and bawled 
for help, only to be picked up by a disapproving London bobby and turned over 
to a new set of British agents who then, after more harsh treatment, rather oddly 




















sent him back to the Soviet zone in Germany, safe and sound. There was even ¢ 
landlady’s daughter. Tass accepts the colonel’s version as authentic and prints & 
at some length, in a single installment. That he got to London and to the flat is 
beyond question: there is an inclination to suspect that he went voluntarily—but 
for purposes which were clear to Moscow all the time, or else his present state of 
health would be causing him more worry than did his London sorrows.

lege and Rose Polytechnic. Negotiations with the eight schools have been started 
by Howard H. Maxwell, Indiana Adjutant General, to give students who are eligi- 
ble for the proposed draft a chance to take advantage of the National Guard. 

More than 100 Army units of the National Guard from 40 different Michigan 
communities will converge upon Camp Grayling for their second annual post-war 
encampment 7-21 Aug. In addition, 14 Air National Guard units will move into 
Grayling area 1-15 Aug. for their first post-war exercises. The air units will be 
based at the Grayling air field on the outskirts of the city,

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Gen. Bradley Discusses New 
Arms P 


Pointing out that “for the first time 
aince World War II, the.U. S. Army may 
be in the market for quantities of new 
equipment during the coming fiscal year,” 
General Omar N. Bradley, Chief of Staff 
of the Army, told the American Ordnance 
Association, meeting 9 June in Detroit, 
that new purchases will give to Ameri- 
can industry the tooling and production 
experience essential to effective indus- 
trial preparedness. ° 

General Bradley revealed that the. 
Joint Chiefs of Staff have agreed upon a 
“joint and effective plan for defense” 
which could be put into immediate action 
were we to be attacked tomorrow. 

“Like all joint strategic plans for de- 
fense,” he pointed out, “it will be sub- 
jected to such continuous changes and 
revisions as further study may require. 
We anticipate, however, that this emer- 
gency plan for defense will soon be so 
sufficiently hardened that the civilian- 
governed Munitions Board may proceed 
with its industrial mobilization plan- 


ning.” 
Text of Address 

The text of General Bradley’s address 
follows: 

“At a time when the abundant talents of 
this great industrial city should be devoted 
anreservedly to the production of peacetime 
goods, I am dismayed by the telltale events 
that compel me to speak tonight of weapons— 
weapons we must have to halt the growing 
fear of war. 

“For despite our generous aid in relief and 
reconstruction, the vacuum that might tempt 
a military adventure in Central or Western 
Burope has involved us in a struggle where 
power has once again become the arbiter of 
decision. Therefore, even as we continue to 
strain toward peace through justice, even 
as we subscribe to United Nations with the 
full force of our convictions and with belief 
in its eventua! triumph, we are left with no 
present-day choice but to arm ourselves if we 
are to champion its principles as our own, 

“For if in thig period when power politics 
have clouded the council chambers of nations, 
we ignore the need for competent military 
atrength, we may be faced to abdicate a share 
of the leadership we bring to the world. And 
the abdication of vigorous strong democratic 
leadership anywhere at this time can only re- 
sult in strategic gains for those who would 
oppose us. 

“However patient, tolerant, and hopeful we 
may be, it is clearly apparent that the world 
cannot find peace if half of us abide by the 
council) table while the other half reverts to 
force, Only when force is rebuffed by force 
and the risk of retaliatidh, can we hope to 
demonstrate that international cooperation is 
not a screen behind which nations may mask 
their intentions—but that it is instead our 
best prospective guarantee against world con- 
flagration. 

“We are In urgent need of time to reconcile 
‘these differences that threaten the peace of 
the world, And preparedness is the price we 
must pay to purchase this needed time, 

Increases in Army 

“As your Army adviser I went reluctantly 
before Congress on 25 March to recommend an 
increase in the strength of the Army. For in 
spite of the alarming dispersal of our forces 
in occupation duties, in spite of the appalling 
-decay in our combat capabilities, I am readily 
aware that an increase at this time in military 
‘expenditures will not only harass an already 
overburdened tax system, but that it will ab- 
gorb critical labor and materiel needed in 
the replenishment of the civilian economy. 
And I am perfectly aware that further govern- 
ment expenditures, further competition by 
the military in civilian markets, will heap ad- 
ditional and dangerous inflationary pressures 
on top these unnatural present conditions, 

“Yet notwithstanding the critical economic 
nature of this decision to strengthen our de- 
fenses, I could not in good conscience assume 
responsibility fer our share in defense of the 
nation, without urging the immediate repair 
of ground force effectiveness. 

“It is not the responsibility of your armed 
forces to predict, to estimate, or to venture 
the political or even the military intentions 
of other states. Rather we are concerned with 
those military capabilities which could be 
brought to bear in pursuit of national ambi- 
tions. When these military capabilities are 


-overwhelmingly concentrated in the hands of 


aggressive states and when they pose a threat 
to the free and peaceable competition of na- 
tions in the political and economic arenas of 
the world, then we feel it our duty to urge 
that deterrents be mobilized against the pos- 
sible use of that force. 

“I am convinced that the clearly expressed 
determination of the American people to re- 
pair the inadequacy of their armed forces has 


-awakened the nations of Hastern Burope to 


full realization ef the risks their policies en- 
etal, But f am lWkewise convinced, that failure 





on our part to proceed with resolution in the 
rearming of our forces could be interpreted 
only as vacillation or as temporizing in our 
position. 

“For that reason if lullabies are to be piped 
from Europe between the rumble and drums 
of tension, then the American people must 
be prepared to discern whether these luHabies 
mean a change in tempo or in reality a change 
in heart. 

Ordnance and Tactical Doctrine 

“In warfare, ordnance and tactical doctrine 
go hand in hand, each stimulating the other’s 
development. During the last three years, 


your Army has devoted a share of its annual © 


appropriation to research and the develop- 
ment of test equipment and weapons. 
Throughout our vast school system, we are 
constantly exploring tactical doctrine to em- 
ploy to full advantage the results of this re- 
search. Those who would contend that gen- 
erals always prepare for the last war ignore 
the unique structure of this American Army 
school system where thousands of young of- 
ficers and men are provided avenues for in- 
tellectual and scientific inquiry into the tech- 
niques and problems of war. 

“Tactical doctrine, however, must not only 
absorb and keep pace with the technical ad- 
vances of American industry, but it must con- 
stantly point the way for the design and de- 
velopment of equipment for war, And there- 
after, the employment of air, artillery, or 
armored power by any nation is predicated 
upon its ability to turn out efficient planes, 
guns, tanks and vehicles in such quantities as 
to assure superiority. Throughout the Battle 
for France, it was not numerical superiority 
in manpower but the vast superiority of our 
equipment over that of the German Army 
which gave us our decisive advantage. 

“In any contest of power today American 
industrial might again holds the decisive ad- 
vantage, If we can employ this dominance 
with but a token share of its output in ready 
machines for war, we can demonstrate that 
whosoever risks war through aggression must 
also risk destruction beneath the force of this 
industrial giant. ‘For Detroit alone is worth 
a score of divisions on any front, 

“During recent Washington discussions on 
the size and character of our armed forces, 
some observers expressed serious doubts on 
the ability of the separate services to concur 
in a joint and effective plan for defense. This 
speculation was unfounded. The Joint Chiefs 
of Staff of the Armed Forces have agreed upon, 
and devised a plan which could be put into 
immediate action were we attacked tomorrow. 

“Like all joint strategic plans for defense, 
it will be subjected to such continuous changes 
and revisions as further study may require. 
We anticipate, however, that this emergency 
plan for defense will soon be so sufficiently 
hardened that the civilian-governed Munitions 
Board may proceed with its industrial mobili- 
zation planning. . 

Balanced Stocks Lacking 

“Contrary to popular belief, the Army does 
not have sufficient balanced stocks of weapons 
and other equipment to tide us through in- 
dustrial conversion in the event of another 
war. After the defeat of Japan, vast stocks of 
equipment and materiel were scattered 
throughout the world. In many instances, the 
cost of transporting these items back to the 
United States would have exceeded the cost of 
procurement. In most theaters, the demand for 
instant demobilization denied the Army the 
shipping space that would have been needed 
for return. 

“By the end of the war, some of this mili- 
tary equipment had already been outmoded 
and the rate of obsolescence has accelerated in 
the last three years. The maintenance of 
vehicles, weapons, and the vast complicated 
materiel of war burdened the Army with an 
impossible task. Industry could not be asked 
to manufacture replacement parts for equip- 
ment, soon to be junked or outdated. And hun- 
dreds of thousands of the skilled and tech- 
nically trained soldiers required to maintain 
this equipment were immediately demobilized 
in response to demand. At advanced bases 
throughout the world there were facilities only 
for open storage, and climatic conditions took 
a costly toll. Substantial portions of stocks 
had to be disposed of immediately to prevent 
deterioration and complete loss. 

“Because demobilization was forced by pub- 
lic opinion into a disorderly rout, the United 
States not only wrecked the essential pattern 
of its armed forces, but it discarded and con- 
signed to the junk heap in unmanned bases 
throughout the world billions of dollars worth 
of equipment and supplies. This was the price 
we chose to pay for expediency, haste, and a 
quick ticket home. 

“In addition the urgent need for prompt re- 
conversion of our war economy produced an 
early and unavoidable demand for release by 
the Army of trucks, tractors, bulldozers, con- 
struction machinery, and a vast variety of 
tools and equipment. And whenever the Army 
showed reluctance in relinquishing these es- 
sential supplies, it was immediately charged 
with hoarding to the detriment of our economy 
at home. 

“Moreover, the power vacuum in Europe and 
the unsettled internal conflicts in China re 
sulted in a high priority program of military 
assistance to our wartime allies. This grant 
to friendly nations consisted primarily of 
equipment within or near their borders. But 





at the same time it materially decreased our 
reserves for postwar forces. 
Depletion of Reserves 

“This rapid depletion of reserve stocks per- 
mitted little planned control. As a result, 
some categories of supply were crippled worse 
than others. Consequently, the military value 
of our existing reserve stocks is limited not 
only by their inadequate over-all quantities 
but likewise by their unbalanced composition. 

“For example, it is apparent that if we have 
sufficient reserves of rockets but no rocket 
launchers, the rocket reserves will be of no use 
until the production of launchers comes apace 
our needs. 

“Even with the best advanced planning of 
civilian consultants to the Munitions Board, 
and even with the full cooperation of indus- 
try, we shall face an irreducible lag of one 
year or more in the production of munitions 
in the event of war. Our ability to defend sen- 
sitive outposts and to support a limited offen- 
sive during that first year of waiting will de- 
pend entirely upon our stockpile of equipment 
reserves. Without this margin of safety, we 
could conceivably lose a war or certainly pro- 
long a costly conflict—long before our indus- 
trial plant could be brought into action. 

“For the first time since World War II, the 
United States Army may be in the market for 
quantities of new equipment during the com- 
ing fiscal year. Because these Army equipment 
purchases will compete with rather than sub- 
sidize your normal peacetime operations, we 
freely recognize that industry may show some 
compunction in diverting part of its machine 
to defense production: But because this pro- 
duction is vital to the strengthening of our 
nation in this period of unrest, we are confi- 
dent you will freely undertake your part. 

“As the range and power of offensive wea- 
pons are increased with each passing year, it 
becomes more and more necessary for us to 
bank upon strength-in-being rather than upon 
our potential reserves. Not only will these 
annual increments in new equipment create 
a balanced striking force with the power to 
provide a deterrent to war, but they will also 
give to American industry the tooling and 
production experience essential to effective in- 
dustrial preparedness. 

“To those of you who produced the magnifi- 
cent equipment with which we assaulted the 
coast of France four years ago this week, I 
need not repeat that industry has as great a 
stake in preventing war as it has in winning 
one. For thirty years your American Ordnance 
Association has encouraged the armed forces 
with its appeal for reasonable military 
strength for national security. You know as 
well as I that freedom is at once a powerful 
and a fragile thing—powerful as a force when 
used in defense of dignity and the human 
rights of man—fragile when neglected and 
permitted to lie fallow. 

“We have in our lifetime the great oppor- 
tunity to work for peace—or the chance to lose 
it again through timidity and inaction.”

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Retirement Bill Passes 
(Continued from First Page) 
ments to this title are technical and clarify- 
ing in character. One exception is a require- 
ment that the various services issue regula- 
tions and procedures governing retention and 
promotion of members of the Reserves. Fail- 
ure to meet these standards will result in 
mandatory elimination of such individuals 
from the Reserves. The other exception is 
the requirement that the respective services 
pay persons retired under this title, instead 
of certifying them to the Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration for payment, as provided in the bill 
as it passed the House of Representatives. 

Purpose of the Bill 

“The purpose of this bill, as amended, is 
threefold: 

“(1) To establish a permanent and more 
expeditious method of eliminating substand- 
ard officers of the Regular Army and the 
Regular Air Force ; 

“(2) To place the personnel of the Army 
and the Air Force on a par with personnel 
of the Navy, insofar as (a) years of service 
required for voluntary longevity retirement 
is concerned, and (b) retirement in the high- 
est temporary rank; 

“(3) The establishment of longevity retire- 
ment benefits for members of the Reserve 
components predicated both on time spent on 
active duty and satisfactory service performed 
during periods of inactive duty. 

“These purposes are accomplished through 
three titles in the bill, each of which pertains 
to the particular subject matter set out above. 

Explanation of the Bill 

“For purposes of explanation, each title of 
the bill, as amended, is discussed separately 
with a section-by-section analys‘s following 
the more general explanation of that particu- 
lar title, 





Title I 

“At the present time the Departments of 
the Army and the Air Force are operating 
under temporary legislation covering the re- 
moval of substandard officers. This legisla- 
tion (Public Law 190, 77th Cong.) expires on 
30 June 1948, After this temporary legislation 
expires, the only permanent law for such re- 
moval is found in section 24-B of the National 
Defense Act. The procedures contained in 
that act were cumbersome and ineffective, and 
because of this fact it was necessary to pass 
Public Law 190. Generally speaking, Public 
Law 190 served its purpose and permitted the 
Army to remove substandard and incompe- 
tent officers during the war period, It is felt 
necessary that there be permanent authority 
in this field which is capable of being ade- 
quately enforced. 

“Title I provides that there will be an an- 
nual review of the Regular officers in these 
two services and that in the event they are 
found in fact to be substandard, they may be 
removed from the services. Considerable safe- 
guards have been thrown around the rights 
of the individuals concerned, but it is con- 
templated that the decision of the Secretary 
of the appropriate Department will be final. 
This marks a change from existing perma- 
nent law by which such final decisions are 
made by the President. 

“The title also provides a review of the 
cases of certain officers removed under Public 
Law 190. Due to the pressures of the national 
emergency in 1941 and more urgent pressures 
during the war, some injustices may have 
occurred in the administration of that act. 
In order to rectify such errors, the services 
have requested authority to review cases and 
reinstate those officers who might have been 
unjustly separated. 

“Title I will result in no increased cost to 
the Government. : 

Section-by-Section Analysis (Title I) 

“Section 101 authorizes the Secretary of the 
Army and the Secretary of the Air Force, for 
their respective services, to remove officers 
from the active list of the Regular Army 
and the Regular Air Force in the manner 
prescribed in the succeeding sections of the 
act for such considerations as either may 
deem satisfactory to him. It is not intended 
that this title changes the existing law gov- 
erning the removal of probational officers. 

“Section 102 establishes the manner in 
which the officers shall be selected to show 
cause for retention in the service, The Secre- 
tary of the Army and the Secretary of the Air 
Force shall convene annually a_ selection 
board of not less than five general officers. 
This board shall review the records of all 
officers on the active list of the Regular Army 
or the Regular Air Force to determine which 
of such officers shall be required to show 
cause for retention on the active list. The 
board shall select officers to show cause for 
retention if they fail to achieve such stand- 
ards of performance as the Secretary of the 
Army or the Secretary of the Air Force pre- 
scribes by regulations, or for other good and 
sufficient reasons appearing to the satisfac- 
tion of the respective Secretary and of which 
he advises the selection board. This section 
does not change existing authority in section 
23 of the National Defense Act, as amended. 

“Section 103 prescribes an initial hearing 
accorded to an officer selected to show cause 
for retention. Such hearing shall be fair and 
impartial, and shall be before a board of in- 
quiry consisting of not less than three gen- 
eral officers, The board of inquiry will re- 





ceive evidence and make findings and recom- 
mendations as to the officer’s fitness for re- 
tention. If the board recommends retention, 
his case shall be closed and shall not be sub- 
ject to further action, although such an offi- 
cer may be again selected to show cause for 
retention at any future time under the pro- 
visions of the preceding section. 

“Section 104 prescribes procedures to be 
followed when a board of inquiry convened 
under the preceding section, recommends re- 
moval of an officer from the active list. The 
proceedings of the board of inquiry in such 
a case shall be reviewed by a board of re- 
view appointed by the cognizant Secretary, 
consisting of not less than five general officers. 
If the board of review recommends the re- 
tention of an officer on the active list, his 
case shall be closed and shall not be subject 
to further action, although he may again be 
selected at a future time to show cause for 
retention at any future time under the pro- 
visions of section 102. If the board of review 
recommends removal of the officer from the 
active list, the board’s recommendation will 
be transmitted to the respective Secretary for 
his action. The action of the Secretary of the 
Army and the Secretary of the Air Force in 
removing an officer from the active list shall 
be final and conclusive, The officer under 
consideration shall have reserved to him the 
right of application for honorable discharge, 
or voluntary retirement, if otherwise quali- 
fied therefor, at any time prior to his removal 
from the active list. If the officer concerned 
meets required qualifications, and applies for 
discharge or retirement, such discharge or re- 
tirement shall be granted by the cognizant 
Secretary. There is a further proviso that any 
officer discharged on his own application un- 
der the provisions of this section shall be 
granted severance benefits as provided in 
section 106 (b). 

“Section 105 defines the rights of, and safe- 
guards existing for, the officers under con- 
sideration for removal from the active list. 
Each such officer shall be allowed to appear 
in person or by counsel, or both, at proceed- 
ings before any board of inquiry or any board 
of review. At all stages of the proceedings 
he shall be allowed full access to and fur- 
nished copies of records relevant to Ris case. 
There is a further provision that no person 
shall sit as a member of more than one of the 
boards convened under sections 102, 103, or 
104 of this title in the consideration of the 
ease of the same officer. It is intended that 
sufficient time be given an officer to prepare 
his case with due consideration to his location 
and access to relevant records. 

“Section 106 contains provisions for the 
rate of gratuities and retired pay to which 
officers removed from the active list pursuant 
to the provisions of this title shall be entitled. 
It provides that: 

“(a) If on the date of removal he is eligible 
for voluntary retirement under any provision 
of law then in effect, he shall be retired in 
the grade and with the retired pay to which 
he would be retired if he retired upon his 
own application. 

“(b) If on the date of removal he is not 
eligible for voluntary retirement, he will be 
honorably discharged in the grade then held, 
with severance pay equal to 1 month’s base 
and longevity pay, being received at the date 
of such removal, multiplied by the number of 
years of his active Federal commissioned 
service. There is a further provision that the 
total severance pay shall not exceed 1 year’s 
base and longevity pay so computed, and that 
a fractional part of a year amounting to 6 
months or more shall be contained as a com- 
plete year for the purpose of computing 
amount of severance pay only. 

“Section 107 provides for the review of the 
records or proceedings in the cases of those 
persons heretofore removed from the active 
list of the Regular Army or the Regular Air 
Force pursuant to the provisions of section 2 
of the joint resolution of July 29, 1941, also 
known as Public Law 190, Seventy-seventh 
Congress. Some of the officers removed from 
the active list under that law have contended 
that the haste with which action was executed 
in their cases prevented them from obtaining 
a full and fair hearing. Section 107 would 
provide for the review of the cases of all 
officers removed under Public Law 190 by a 
board of review of at least five general offi- 
cers, Each person would be notified of the 
reference of his case and would be accorded 
opportunity to appear in person or be repre- 
sented by counsel. After full consideration of 
all the facts and circumstances as they 
existed at the time of removal, the board 
would transmit to the respective Secretary a 
report containing its findings of fact, its 
conclusions on the question, whether such 
removal was justified, and its recommenda- 
tion as to whether the officer affected should 
be restored to the active list pursuant to the 
provisions of this section. 

“Those persons who would be restored to 
the active list of the Regular Army under pro- 
visions of this section would be deemed to 
have served as officers on the active list from 
the date of their removal to the date of their 
restoration to the active list. They would be 
restored to a position of the same relative 
seniority ; however, no one would be restored 
above the rank of lieutenant colonel. Upon 
restoration they would be carried as addi- 
tional numbers in the grade in which restored 
or to any grade to which they might be 
thereafter promoted. Their length of active 
commissioned service for purposes of pay, 





allowances, appointment, promotion, and re- 


tirement would be determined as though they 


had served on the active list from the date 
of their removal to the date of their restora- 
tion thereto, They would be accorded all other 
rights, benefits, and privileges to which en- 
titled as if they had not been removed from 
the active list, except those based upon ac- 
tive service in time of war or emergency, not 
in fact performed by them, In explaining the 
foregoing exception, it might be stated that 
many of these officers performed no wartime 
service whatever, Title II of this act provides 
for the retirement of officers in the highest 
rank served after ‘September 9, 1940, This is 
a special benefit based on their wartime and 
special service. Officers restored to the active 
list pursuant to this section, not having 
served during the war, would be denied those 
benefits. 

“Section 108 authorizes the Secretary of the 
Army and the Secretary of the Air Force to 
promulgate such regulations as may be nec- 
essary to carry into effect the provisions of 
this title and provides that no back pay, al- 
lowances, or compensation shall accrue to any 
person by reason of enactment of any pro- 
vision of this title, 

“Section 109 repeals section 24 (b) of the 
National Defense Act, as amended, and the 
joint resolution of July 29, 1941. Section 24 
(b) of the National Defense Act was suspend- 
ed by the joint resolution of July 29, 1941. 
If title I of H. R. 2744 is enacted, it will carry 
out the intent of both section 24 (b) and Pub- 
lic Law 190, and those two laws should there- 
fore be repealed. 

Title II 

“Under existing law officers of the Regular 
Army and Air Force may request voluntary 
retirement at the end of 15 years’ service, This 
bill raises the number of years of service 
required before voluntary retirement can be 
requested from 15 to 20 years, It also extends 
the privilege of retirement to Reserves who 
have had 20 years of active service, 10 years 
of which were commissioned service. These 
changes make the practices of these two serv- 
ices uniform with that of the Navy. In the 
event an officer is retired either under the 
present law or the proposed law, he will re- 
ceive 2% per cent of his annual base pay and 
longevity for the rank in which retired, multi- 
plied by the number of years of service. In 
no case may this exceed 75 per cent. 

“This title also provides that any officer or 
enlisted man, heretofore or hereafter retired 
under the authority of this or any other law, 
shall be retired in the highest temporary rank 
in which for at least 6 months he rendered 
Satisfactory service from September 9, 1940, 
to June 30, 1946, and shall receive the retired 
pay of the higher rank, If subsequently 
ordered to active duty it will be in such 
higher grade, A warrant officer or enlisted 
man who is retired after 20 years of service 
will not be advanced to the highest tempo- 
rary rank until his active service, plus time 
on the retired rolls, shall total 30 years, after 
which he will receive the pay of the highest 
temporary rank or grade in which he served 
satisfactorily after September 9, 1940, Similar 
authority was accorded the members of the 
Army Nurse Corps, Women’s Medical Spe- 
cialist Corps, dietitians, and physical thera- 


pists. This section does not change any 
authority contained in Public Law 101, 
Seventy-eighth Congress. 

“Temporary authority, identical to that 


held by the Navy, is given to retire officers 
(including nurses, dietitians, and therapists) 
in a higher temporary rank, if they are serv- 
ing such rank when retired. The section 
specifically forbids promotions solely for the 
purpose of permitting retirements in higher 
grades. 

“It is estimated that the annual additional 
costs of this title will be approximately $877,- 
000 during fiscal year 1949 and will increase to 
approximately $17,000,000 in about 20 years, 
after which it disappears completely by 1988. 

Section-By-Section Analysis (Title II) 

“Section 201 establishes a single officers’ re- 
tired list for each of the services; namely, the 
Regular Army and the Regular Air Force. 
Under existing laws there is no practical limi- 
tation on the number of officers who may be 
on the combined retired list at any one time. 
The necessity for a limited retired list no 
longer exists, and hence its abolishment is 
recommended, together with the establish- 
ment of a single list. 

“Section 202 amends a portion of section 5 
of the act of July 31, 1985 (49 Stat. 507), as 
amended. The 1935 act, as amended, provides 
for the voluntary retirement, in the discretion 
of the Secretary of War, of officers who com- 
plete between 15 to 29 years of service and 
who apply for retirement, The 15-29-year law,’ 
as it is familiarly known, was enacted to 
provide an additional means of attrition in 
an effort to reduce the post-World War I 
hump in the Regular Army list. Under pres- 
ent-day condition, its provisions do not ade- 
quately meet the requirements of the Army 
and Air Force. Further, amendments to the 
Pay Readjustment Act of 1942 so affected the 
‘15-29-year retirement law’ as to make it 
theoretically possible to retire certain officers 
after only 1 day’s service under a Regular 
Army appointment. The amendment proposed 
by this section brings the law up to date and 
makes its provisions practically identical with 
similar provisions in effect for Navy officers in 
Public Law 305, Seventy-ninth Congress. 

“It also provides for voluntary retirement 
in the discretion of the Secretary of the Army 





or the Secretary of the Air Force of Regular 
Army officers and Regular Air Force officers, 
or officers of the Reserve components of the 
Army of the United States or of the Air 
Force of the United States, who complete not 
less than 20 nor more than 30 years of active 
Federal service in the-armed forces of the 
United States. At least 10 years of such sery- 
ice must have been commissioned service. 
Upon such retirement, an officer’s retired pay 
would be computed at 2% per cent of the 
annual active-duty base and longevity pay 
of the rank with which retired, times the 
number of years of service credited for lon- 
gevity pay purposes, Maximum retired pay 
could not exceed 75 per cent of the annual 
active-duty base and longevity pay of the 
rank with which retired, In computing the 
numbe? of years of such service for the pur- 
pose of determining the percentage:of active- 
duty annual pay, and for no other purpose, 
any fractional part of a year amounting to 
6 months or more shall,be counted as a com- 
plete year. 

“Section 203 (a) introduces a new basic 
retirement provision designed to benefit per- 
sonnel of the Army and Air Force, including 
their Reserve components, who served in 
World War II, by providing that whenever 
such personnel are retired under any provi- 
sion of law they may be advanced on the 
retired list to the highest temporary grade 
satisfactorily held, as determined by the 
cognizant Secretary, during the aforemen- 
tioned period, and their retired pay may be 
computed on the basis of such higher grade. 
They must have held such rank for at least 
6 months, It is intended that any Regular 
or Reserve officer retired in such higher rank 
shall, if subsequently recalled to active duty, 
return to duty in the higher rank, Nothing 
in this section changes existing law in Pub- 
lic Law 101, Seventy-eighth Congress. 

“Section 203 (b) repeals the second proviso 
under the heading ‘Retired officers’ of the act 
approved June 12, 1906, which act provides 
that no officer may be retired in the grade of 
general except for physical disability unless 
he has completed at least 1 year of service 
in such grade. It is necessary to repeal this 
act in order to give effect to the preceding sub- 
section. With this particular law in existence, 
many officers who served as temporary general 
officers for periods of less than 1 year could 


be denied the right of retirement in that 
grade. 
“Section 203 (c) amends section 5 of the 


act of August 21, 1941, which is the 15-year 
voluntary retirement law for warrant officers, 
basically similar to the existing 15-29 year 
retirement law for commissioned officers. As 
now written, this section amends the Warrant 
Officer Retirement Act by requiring comple- 
tion of 20 years of active service as the mini- 
mum eligibility requirement, A second proviso 
of section 203 (c) provides for the pay of a 
warrant officer retired after 20 years of active 
service at the rate of 2% per cent of the an- 
nual active duty base and longevity pay at 
the time of retirement multiplied by the num- 
ber of years of service credited for longevity 
pay purposes and not to exceed 75 per cent 
of such annual active duty base and longevity 
pay. The fourth proviso adds to existing law 
so as to allow any warrant officers heretofore 


or hereafter retired to be advanced, upon com- 
pletion of 30 years’ service including service 
on the retired list, to the highest temporary 
officer or warrant officer grade satisfactorily 
held by him during the period September 9, 
1940, to June 30, 1946, with the pay conm- 
puted on the basis of the base and longevity 


pay which he would receive if serving on 
active duty in such higher grade. The fifth 


proviso provides that a warrant offiecr retired 
for disability incident to service, who might 
be entitled to advanced grade and increased 
pay under the provisions of this title, shall 
receive such advanced grade and increased pay 


immediately upon such retirement without the 
necessity of completing the 30 years of serv- 
ice otherwise specified. 

“Section 203 (d) provides for members of 
the Army Nurse Corps the same benefits of 
retirement in highest temporary grade which 
preceding sections provide for officers and 
warrant officers. 

“Section 203 (e) provides that enlisted men 
of the Regular Army and Regular Air Force 
heretofore or hereafter retired shall, upon com 
pletion of 30 years’ service, including service 
on the retird list, be advanced to the highest 
temporary commissioned, warrant, or enlisted 
grade satisfactorily held by them, as deter 
minde by the cognizant Secretary, during the 
period September 9, 1940, to June 30, 1946, 
and shall receive retired pay based on such 
higher grade. The proviso of section 205 (e) 
would authorize any enlisted man retired for 
disability incident to service, if eligible for a¢- 
vanced retired grade and increased retired pay 
under provisions of this title, to receive such 
advanced grade and increased pay immedi- 
ately upon his retirement and without the 
necessity of completing 30 years’ service. 

“Section 208 (f) provides authority, until 
January 1, 1957, for the advancement of offi- 
cers on the retired rolls (including those 
named in section 203 (d), to the temporary 
rank in which they were serving at time of re 
tirement). ‘ 

“Section 204 protects employees of the Fed- 
eral Government from the discriminatory ope™ 
ation of the dual compensation laws. It pro 
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Retirement Bill Passes

vides that such employees who were retired 
enlisted personnel, and thus excluded from 
the dual compensation laws, could make an 
election, if entitled to retirement in the high 
est temporary rank, as to whether or not they 
desired to retain their retired enlisted status 
or accept retirement as commissioned officers. 

“Section 205 (a) authorizes the Secretary 
of the Army and the Secretary of the Ai: 
Force to promulgate regulations to carry into 
effect the provisions of this title. 

“Section 205 (b) provides that no person 
shall, under the provisions of this title, be 
deprived of any high retired grade or rank, 
or any grade of retired or retirement pay to 
which he may be entitled under any other 
provisions of law. It also precludes the pay- 
ment of back pay. 

Title II 

“The primary purpose of this title, as 
amended, is to provide an inducement to mem 
bers of Reserve components to remain active 
in the Reserves over a long period of time, 
thereby providing a better trained and more 
ready Reserve to meet the needs of our nation- 
al-defense structure, The title establishes a 
new principle governing retirements for mem- 
bers of Reserve components, Heretofore, the 
only type of retirement benefits available to 
resrvists were those based on physical dis- 
ability, This title establishes retirement for 
longevity based on service on extended active 
duty, plus a very limited credit for service 
other than on extended active duty. 

“To qualify for the retirement benefits con- 
templated under this title, a reservist must 
attain 60 years of age, must have completed 
20 years of satisfactory Federal service as a 
member of the Reserve, and have met stan- 
dards of performance established to require 
him to be active in such Reserve components. 
Standards under which a reservist can be 
satisfactory require him to earn 50 qualify- 
ing points per year. These points may be 
earned by service on active duty, attendance 
at drills, training duty, or satisfactory equiva- 
lent service as a part of the Reserve. Further 
a uniform credit of 15 points is given to any 
member of a Reserve component for each year 
of Federal service other than active Federal 
service. At the end of the year the points 
earned by an individual are added up. If he 
has earned a minimum of 50 points, his year 
is deemed to be a year of satisfactory Federal 
service. When he has accumulated 20 years 
of satisfactory service all of his points are 
added together and converted into days, at the 
rate of 1 day for each point. However, points 
earned by attendance at drills, completion of 
correspondence courses, etc., are limited to 
60 days in any 1 year. The sum total of all of 
these days is then divided by 360, which gives 
the number of years of service crdeited for re- 
tirement purposes. That number of years is 
then multiplied by 2% per cent of pay of the 
highest rank he has held during his period 
of service. This determines the amount of re 
tired pay he would receive starting at age 60. 

“An important part of this title is the re- 
quirement that the Secrtaries of the various 
military departments develop and promulgate 
standards governing retention and promotion 
of indiivduals in the Reserve. A failure to meet 
these standards would require the individual! 
to be either discharged, placed in an inactive 
Status, or retired without pay. 





“It is estimated that the costs of this title | 


will be approximately $3,000,000 for fiscal 
year 1949. Thereafter the increase is at the 
rate of a little over $1,000,000 a year until 
it reaches its maximum figure of approximately 
$18,000,000 in the year 1863. Thereafter it 
levels off and the figures remain constant so 
long as the assumptions on which these esti- 
mates are based remain constant. 

“It is estimated that the average retired 
pay for officers will be in the vicinity of $674 
per year and the average pay for enlisted 
Personnel will be approximately $340. These 
estimates, which were submitted by the mili- 
tary services have been checked by Govern- 
ment actuaries in the Treasury Department 
and they state that in their opinion the maxi- 
mum costs of this bill will not exceed $18,000,-

000 annually. The General Accounting Office 
made a separate study of the same figures, and 
did not concur in the assumptions on which 
they were based. That office feels that the 
costs might run as high as five times those 
submitted by the military services. 
Section-By-Section Analysis (Title III) 

“Section 301 (a) provides for the establish- 
ment of the Army of the United States and the 
Air Force of the United States retired list to 
be published annually in the Army Register. 
The appropriate list shall contain the names 
of all commissioned officers and former com- 
missioned officers of the Army of the United 
States or the Air Force of the United States 
other than those of the Regular Army or the 
Regular Air Force, retired under any provi- 
sions of law, covering the retirement of com- 
missioned officers other than those of the 
Regular Army, and the names of all warrant 
officers and enlisted men of the Regular Army 
or Regular Air Force heretofore or hereafter 
retired, who, because of service in temporary 
commissioned grades in the Army of the 
United States or the Air Force of the United 
States, are entitled to be retired with com- 
missioned rank. 

“Section 301 (b) authorizes the Secretary of 
the Navy to establish an appropriate United 
States Naval Reserve retired list to include 
the names of naval and marine personnel 
entitled to retired pay. 

“Section 302 establishes the requirements 





which entitle a member of a Reserve com- 
ponent to retirement upon attainment of age 
60. The requirements are basically the com- 
pletion of 20 years of satisfactory Federal 
service. Each year to be considered satis- 
factory requires a person to earn a minimum 
of 50 points in accordance with the schedule 
below, Failure to earn these 50 points re- 
sults in the year not being considered satis- 
factory and not therefore counted toward 
qualifying time. The points are earned as fol- 
lows: 

“1, One point for each day of service of 
active Federal service or active training duty. 

“2. One point for each drill or period of 
equivalent instruction authorized or pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of the respective 
service. 

“3. A uniform 15 points credit for member- 
ship in a Reserve component for each year of 
Federal service other than active Federal 
service. 

“Section 303 provides the rates of retired 
pay which persons qualifying for retirement 
under the provisions of this title shall re- 
ceive. All points accruing to the credit of a 
reservist, which are earned during a year 
of satisfactory Federal service are converted 
into days. Those earned for periods of active 
Federal service, including training duty, are 
considered in one category. The balance of 
time which can be credited is limited to 60 
days in any 1 year of satisfactory Federal 
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service, The two categories are then added 
together and the sum is divided by 360 days 
to arrive at the number of years creditable 
for retirement purposes, The number of years 
is then multiplied by 2% per cent of the pay 
in the highest rank in which an individual 
has served during his period of service. This 
is the amount of the retired pay he will re- 
ceive starting at age 00. ¢ 
“Section 304 requires the various Secre- 
taries to establish standards for the reten- 
tion and promotion of members of Reserve 
components of the military services and ap- 
propriate and equitable procedures under 
such standards. It further provides that any 
member of a Reserve component of the Army 
of the United States, or the United States 
Navy, or Marine Corps, who fails to conform 
to such standards and qualifications as may 
be prescribed by law or regulations, shall, 
by order of the cognizant Secretary, be 
removed from the Reserves; provided, how- 
ever, that such inactive status shall effect a 
termination of such person's right to accrue 
retirement benefits in the future, but shall 
not affect any rights which have accrued prior 
to the time that such person was placed in 
an inactive status. The second proviso of

Standardize Services’ Forms 

Dstablishment of an Interdepartmen- 
tal Forms Standardization and Control 
Board in the National Military Establish- 
ment was announced by Secretary of De- 
fense Forrestal this week.

Dillon, Administrative Assistant, Depart- 
ment of the Navy, and Mr. William R. 
Sweeney, Special Assistant to Assistant 
Secretary, Department of Air Force. 

Mr. Louis A. Rouse, of Arlington, Va., 
who had been in charge of a forms stand- 
ardization program for the Army, has 
been appointed Secretary of the Interde- 
partmental Board and also was made 
Chairman of a Forms Standardization 
Program Committee which will develop 
and recommend project plans and policies 
for the approval of the Board.

Financial Digest 

After a short stretch of the doldrums, 
securities and exchange markets this 
week swung into an active period that 
carried many shares up from one to three 
points in value. Trading on the New York 
stock exchange reached the brisk pace of 
better than 1,500,000 shares daily with 
greatest activity in steels, oils and auto- 
motive shares. 

The stepped-up trading and advanced 
prices were viewed by most economists 
with optimism and there has been no talk 
of bull markets, or boom-bust, but some 
pessimism, not yet reflected in trading 
or security prices, has been induced by 
the threat of a nation-wide coal strike 
beginning about 1 July. Negotiations be- 
tween miners and the operators, now pro- 
ceeding in Washington, have as yet 
brought nothing to indicate a contract 
suitable to all parties will be completed 
during the month, 

Meanwhile, steel production continues 
at near 100 per cent of rated capacity, 
while strikes in major industries do not 
exist at this time. With this quiet labor 
condition, industry is producing at levels 
that assure stable securities: values for 
some time to come. 

New Securities offerings during the 
week have totaled less than $25,000,000, 
but these have moved at premium prices 
as mid-year estimates of the Department 
of Commerce indicate $5 billion of ex- 
penditures for expansion and research 
during the remainder of the year. 

Federal Treasury receipts continue in a 
favorable position with respect to ex- 
penditures, while private banking loans 
to industry are steadily increasing. 

Commodities markets — grains, cotton 
and fats—have been relatively calm, with 
some indications that early Government 
spending for foreign relief may cause 
some sharp price advances within the next 
ten days or two weeks. 





Merchant Marine 

President Truman, shortly before leav- 
ing Washington, appointed a fact-finding 
board under the Taft-Hartley Act to look 
into the threatened nation-wide maritime 
disputes which bid fair to tie up the na- 
tion’s shipping, 15 June. The board of in- 
quiry was asked to submit its report by 
11 June. Convinced that the strike would 
“imperil the national health and safety,” 
the Chief Executive in an executive order 
creating the board noted that the dispute 
threatens “to result in strikes and lock- 
outs affecting a substantial part of the 
maritime industry.” The board is headed 
by Harry Shulman, of the Yale University 
Law School. It is the new body’s duty 
to inquire into the issue and report back 
to the President. The President, on the 
basis of the board’s findings, may direct 
the Attorney General to seek an injunc- 
tion to prevent ‘a strike for a period of 80 
days. During the cooling-off period, nego- 
tiations are to continue. Similar boards 
have been appointed by President Truman 
in the atomic energy, meat and telephone 
disputes. 

A special Board of Estimate Committee 
considering New York’s port development 
plans, headed by Controller Lazarus Jo- 
seph, met recently to hear spokesmen for 
the World Trade Corporation’s proposal. 
The rival plan, sponsored by the Port of 
New York Authority, will presumably be 
considered by this committee in the near 
future. A third plan, presented more than 
a year ago by the City’s Department of 
Marine Aviation, was also under discus- 
sion, 

The Bethlehem Steel Company recently 
rejected demands of the Industrial Union 
of Marine and Shipbuilding Workers of 
America, CIO, for “substantial” wage in- 
creases under the wage-reopening clause 
of their contract which expires 24 June, 
1949. The union has been conducting dis- 
cussions along similar lines with other 
shipbuilding companies.

Ordnance Gage Conference 

Brig. Gen. J. L. Holman, Chief, Indus- 
trial Division, Army Office of the Chief 
of Ordnance, and Admiral A. G. Noble, 
Chief, Bureau of Ordnance of the Navy, 
told an ordnance gage conference held in 
New York University’s College of Engi- 
neering on 21 May that industrial pre- 
paredness for any national emergency is 
progressing favorably. 

Progress, the two military Chiefs told 
the group, was being made through plan- 
ning and cooperation on the part of ci- 
vilian executives and technicians and ex- 
perts of the Armed Forces, General Hol- 
man discussed steps by Army Ordnance 
in respect to procedures for contractural 
relations with industry, and the super- 
vision of work at gage laboratories to in- 
sure quick industrial mobilization in the 
event of war. 

The gage laboratories are maintained 
by the Ordnance Department in arsenals 
and in selected universities and colleges, 
Their function is to provide a broad base 
for standardizing machine tools and fin- 
ished products to which industries obtain- 
ing government contracts may refer. 

Col. James A. McDonnel, deputy chief, 
New York Air Force procurement field 
office, Air Material Command, emphasized 
the need for strong air defenses because 
of the long range of modern aircraft. 

The Air Force representative stressed 
the need for skilled workers and inspec- 
tors in the aircraft industry and pointed 
out that sixty-five distinct crafts and 
trades are concerned with the production 
of airplanes and components, so that “the 
labor problem looms large” in any sizable 
program. He said that the present air ex- 
pansion contemplates first the use of such 
machinery and tools as are available in 
the contractors’ plants. Later it may be 
necessary to use some machinery from Air 
Force machine tool reserve. 

Other military establishment speakers 
at the conference included Capt. M. C. Me- 
Quilson, Chief, Naval Inspection, New 
York District, U. S. Navy, and Col, Leo 
A. Codd, Executive V.P. American Ord- 
nance Association.

Air Force Selections 
Editor, ARMY AND NAVy JOURNAL: 

I have reference to your published 
letter of the 22 May 1948 issue re “USAF 
Selections” and signed by an “Air Force 
Officer.” 

It would not be difficult te imagine 
that author as a senior, in point of years 
and 1947 promotion list, temporary 
Colonel, probably about a Major on the 
permanent (as of 1947) list and un- 
doultedly selected as a Colonel on the 
readjusted permanent list of early 1948. 
His preoccupation with the selection of 
permanent general officers of the USAF 
renders the foregoing conclusions ines- 
eapable. 

Earnestly treated, his subject does not 
stop with the subject of selecting perma- 
nent general officers, since Public Law 
881 likewise covers the readjusted and 
future policies for selecting officers to all 
permanent grades, although these selec- 
tions for officers below the grade of gen- 
eral officer are barely underway. As an 
aside, it might be added that, in the long 
view, the latter are vastly more im- 
portant. 

Like many another procedure dictated 
by the unprecedented World War II 
Emergency Period expansion of the 
USAF, the temporary promotion program 
was insufficiently considered and coor- 
dinated. The author of subject letter is 
on solid ground when he says, “there is 
not a responsible officer who does not 
recognize that during the war the Air 
Force bestowed temporary rank without 
a coordinated or an equitable system.” 
The conclusions that the author draws 
from this truism, however, appear to be 
dubious, 

Any selective system, of which the war- 
time AF temporary promotion scheme 
was one, has faults; some systems more 
than others. But—even conceding that 
the AF temporary promotion system was 
a relatively inefficient selective system 
for reasons that are not pertinent here— 
any selective system by definition selects, 
and if the system continues to function 
for any appreciable length of time the 
more valuable will sift toward, if not to, 
the top. The temporary promotion sys- 
tem of the AF continued, in practical 
effect, for about five years. At the end of 
that period inequities existed, to be sure. 
Many a permanent ist Lt. who was a 
temporary Lt. Colonel would be crowding 
his capabilities as a Captain. Many a 


permanent Ist Lt. who was a temporary 
Captain would—if he had been “at the 
right place at the right time”’—have 





served commendably as a Lt. Colonel. But 
I submit the notion that precious few 
olficers who should have served as gen- 
eral officers, in the best interests of the 
service, failed to reach that grade some 
time during the 1940-45 period. And I 
submit that statement’s corollary, that 
precious few officers gained and main- 
tained the grade of general officer, during 
the 1940-45 period, who did not amply 
demonstrate their qualifications therefor. 

Che author of subject letter salutes the 
“spirit” of P. L. 381. It appears to me 
that the “spirit” of P, L. 381 is precisely 
the “spirit” of the AF’s emergency-period 
temporary premotion: “Let us trust the 
responsibility to those who demonstrate 
the ability to shoulder it, and award them 
the recognition that will make them :ril/l- 
ing to shoulder it.” The difference is that, 
to an extent impossible during the emer- 
feney expansion and after inadequate 

rethought, P. L. 381 provides a safe- 
suard for the individual against uncon- 
trolable “happenstances,” and a_ fair 
reer security for the useful-but-less 
than-outstanding officer. 

The author leans heavily on his premise 
that experience is the first requisite to 
successful management. Disregarding as 
undeterminable the premise that agile 
reasoning is a more or less equally valu- 
able. requisite, one must reject the 
author’s view that experience is a direct 
function of age—that is to say, service. 
The undeniable concept that one man can 
£ain more useful experience in five years 
than another can in a twenty-year career 
is the raison d'etre of P. L. 381. 

I believe, too, that the author dwells 
unduly on the inclusion in P. L. 381 of 
such phrases as “seniority rights.” “senior 
in permanent grade,” et al. Removed 





from what I construe to be the spirit of 
P. L, 381 these phrases connote the con- 
cept of “living-long-enough-without-dis- 
honor,” which scarcely constitutes a 
sound basis for selection of leaders for 
national security. 

As a temporary Lt. Colonel who hopes 
within the year to advance from a very 
junior 1st Lt. to a very, very junior Cap- 
tain on the permanent promotion list, I 
believe I can furnish the author with the 
logical answer he denies to the speed with 
which the Air Force “is rushing junior 
officers into advanced permanent grades” : 
With any less speed of advancement, the 
Air Force is in grave danger of losing to 
more attractive callings all but such offi- 
cers as he who wrote subject letter. 

I cannot reproach the AF for its lack 
of “regard for the hitherto irreproachable 
reputations of some of its senior officers.” 
I should say, particularly since the in- 
ception of P. L. 381, that if “seniority” 
and “irreproachable reputations” are 
pertinent, they will be reflected by quali- 
ties that inevitably must be recognized. 
Per se they indicate nothing but good 
health, good luck and good morals—only 
incidental requirements for high level 
leadership in the Air Force.

Your policy of being controlled by no 
clique and directing your columns to the 
inculeation of sound military policy is 
deeply appreciated by the recently in- 
tegrated officers of the Air Force. The 
secrecy in United States Air Force officer 
selection referred to in your published 
“Letters to the Editor,” May 29th, 1948 
issue, should be thoroughly ventilated 
and fumigated. 

The percentage of newly integrated and 
previously commissioned regular officers 
chosen for promotion to the grade of 
Colonel was easily determined from the 
1 April 1948 issue of the Congressional 
Record which carried Senate confirma- 
tions. There were five hundred and ninety- 
three (593) officers confirmed as full 
Colonels of which the staggering sum of 
thirty-three (33) were recently inte- 
grated. This gives us an amazing per- 
centage of 5.6 recently integrated officers 
who slipped through, 

I realize that we are one for all and 
all for one now since integration and are 
just one big happy family, however, it 
is a little difficult for one who has just 
been taken into the lodge to understand 
why 94% of the promotions should go to 
the charter members who make up only 
33% of the roster.

Army Selections 
Editor, ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

Knowing your interest in fairness and 
impartiality has been a policy of long 
standing, I am sure that you as well asa 
good many readers would like to know 
the criteria followed in making the selec- 
tions for promotion to permanent Lt. CoL 
as announced in your last issue, 

Having anxiously awaited the an- 
nouncement for several months, it was 
received first with joy, then disappoint- 
ment, and finally disgust. Since I had a 
record which was good enough to earn 
appointment in the first integration and 
efficiency reports with a very high su- 
perior (6.8 average under six different 
rating officers for an eighteen-month pe- 
riod), I think it is natural that I would 
anticipate selection should my name be 
reached. 

If it were just myself, it conld be written 
off as one of those things. perhaps having 
failed to please the right party, but a 
careful check against the only promotion 
list I have available, that of the Quarter- 
master Corps. shows that I was one of 
thirty-five officers in that Corps appar- 
ently in the same situation. Out of 54 
passovers, 35 were Majors, 15 Lt. Cols., 
and 2 Colonels. Not a single Major (ex- 
cept one having 22 years’ service and ac- 
cording to law required to be reported) 
regardless of record or position on promo- 
tion list was selected. It is apparent that 
the Selection Board actually considered 
only those who had at least the temporary 
rank of Lt. Col. at present, which I do 
not consider in keeping with the spirit 





of the Personnel Act, While this pass- 
over does not count toward elimination, 
it does perpetuate for the rest of our 
careers the past bad breaks in not having 
been in the right spot for temporary pro- 
motions and is apparently predicated 
upon the fallacy that all temporary pro- 
motions during the war were given to the 
best qualified officer. 

I think in fairness to all officers con- 
cerned the future policy to be followed 
should be announced immediately, inas- 
much as if the next selections are to follow 
the same policy, we will again be passed 
over by all those junior on the promotion 
list but holding higher temporary rank 
and if this is true the quicker we resign 
the better off we will be. 

I recommend that all temporary pro- 
motions from General down be done away 
with effective 1 July 1948 with an equita- 
ble system of selection for temporary pro- 
motions inaugurated applicable to both 
AUS and Regular Officers —this would 
entail, of course, the granting of perma- 
nent promotions to AUS officers on the 
same basis as that governing regular of- 


ficers.

Educational Disadvantages 
Editor, ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

It seems once again the Army has gone 
out on a limb with its personnel policies 
The latest of these pronouncements con- 
cerns Department of the Army Circular 
No. 146. which announces a “Program for 
Raising Educational Qualifications of 
Regular Army Officers.” 

Certainly there can be no quarrel with 
the objectives of such a program. How- 
ever, there most certainly can be plenty 
of quarrels with the statements, actual or 
implied, included in the announcement of 
that program. It is somewhat insulting to 
the intelligence of a very large group of 
capable officers, many of whom have had 
long, superior service, to imply that be- 
cause they did not have a college degree, 
they have been at a disadvantage insofar 
as competing for certain assignments is 
concerned. 

To quote from the Circular: “The great 
majority of Regular Army officers are 
college graduates, and non-graduates may 
find themselves at a disadvantage when 
they compete for certain types of duty 
assignments.” Certainly such a statement 
implies that the magical formula of a 
college degree is in itself an advantage to 
be overcome by the non-possessor of such 
a degree. The type of degree, circum- 
stances under which it was secured, and 
relevancy to the military field apparently 
has no bearing on the matter. In general, 
it seems to place an absurdly high value 
on what modern educators admit does not 
reflect the abilities, intelligence, or 
achievement of its possessor. Yet, the non- 
possession of such a degree will, by the 
admission of Circular 146, penalize many 
able officers who have been doing superior 
work. Certainly this situation is not one 
of which the Army can be proud! 

The implications of the program an- 
nouncement in Cireular No. 146 is cer- 
tainly a most discouraging introduction 
to the newly integrated non-college grad- 
uate and most assuredly will not con- 
tribute to his peace of mind, well-being, 
or satisfaction with and pride in his 
chosen career.

this section provides that the Secretary of 
the Navy, with respect to the personnel of the 
Navy and Marine Corps, including the Reserve 
components thereof, shall determine what has 
constituted, prior to the date of enactment of 
this title, satisfactory performance of service 
other than active Federal serivce. 

“Section 305 makes inapplicable the provi- 
sions of this title to any person who is en- 
titled to receive, or is receiving, under any 
other provisions of law, retired pay for mili- 
tary or naval service, including retainer pay 
as a transferred member of the Fleet Re- 
serve. 

“Section 306 defines for the purposes of 
this title the terms ‘Federal service,’ ‘serv- 
ice in a Reserve component,’ and ‘active Fed- 
eral service.’ 

“Section 307 authorizes the appropriate 
Secretaries to prescribe such rules, regula- 
tions, and procedures as they may deem 
necessary to effectuate the provisions of this 
title. 

“Section 308 provides for the transfer to 
an inactive status list, upon their request, 
and in the discretion of the Secretary of the 
cognizant service, of persons less than 60 
years of age who have fulfilled the service 
requirements and eligibility to receive re- 
tired pay. Such persons would then be ex- 
cused from participation in any training or 
other programs prescribed for Reserve com- 
ponents. They would, however, not be en- 
titled to credit additional active Federal serv- 
ice or additional Federa) service other than 
active Federal service for the purpose of this 
title while on such an inactive stwtns list. 
Such person could, in the discretion of the 
cognizant Secretary, be recalled to active 
status at any time and, if recalled, would 
be credited with equivalent periods of the 
appropriate types of service for the purposes 
of this title, 

“Section 509 provides that no person shall 
be ordered to active Federal service for the 
so.e purpose of qualifying for retirement 
benefits under this title and limits the service 
in the Reserve to the requirements of the 
military service. 

“Section 310 prohibits payment of back pay 
or allowances for any period prior to the date 
of enactment of this title, 

“Section 311 provides that this title, with 
necessary adaptations, shall apply to person- 
nel of the Coast Guard Reserve with rela- 
tion to the Coast Guard, in the same manner 
as it applies to naval and marine personnel 
in relation to the Navy, and that wherever 
authority is given the Secretary of the Navy 
similar authority shall be deemed to be given 
the Secretary of the Treasury with respect to 
the Coast Guard except when the Coast Guard 
may be operating under the Secretary of the 
Navy. 

“Section 312 establishes the effective date 
of the act as when directed by the appropriate 
Secretary but not later than the first day of 
the seventh month following the date of en- 
actment. 

“Section 313 authorizes the use of appro- 
priate funds for the purposes of this bill.”

Sig. Corps Aids President’s Tour

When the 
President travels, he keeps in touch with 
the White House through U. S. Army 
Signal Corps radio. Radio teletype facil- 
ities have been installed on the train he 
now is using, Similar facilities are on his 
special plane, the Independence. 

The Independence has been acting as a 
messenger plane during Mr. Truman’s 
current travels, shuttling between the 
White House and wherever the Presiden- 
tial train happens to be. On 7 June—while 
the train was between Mcntpelier and 
Pocatello, Idaho, and the Independence 
was flying over Ohio near Zanesville— 
the two were put in radio teletype com- 
munication with one another through the 
Army Signal Center at the Pentagon in 
Washington. The White House—or, for 
that matter, any other point on the Army’s 
worldwide communications net — could 
have been included in the hookup, had 
that been necessary.
